Pro test again st the o rdin an ce 
was bro u ght befo re the co m­ 
missio n by Ken n eth R. Fran k el, 
co -o wn er o f the 2 5 -ro o m man ­ 
sio n at 16 Cu llo den Park Ro ad, 
n o w an Ashram fo r abo u t 25 
men an d wo men an d 10 chil­ 
dren . J. Stan ley Ott, assistan t 
city p lan n er, rep resen ted the 
City o f San Rafael at the 
sp arsely atten ded p u blic hear­ 
in g. 
Co mmissio n er Jo aq u in P. 
Gallardo ’s mo v e to ado p t the 
reco mmen datio n , after n early 
two ho u rs o f hearin gs, was 
challen ged by San Rafael City 
Mgr. William Bielser, who ar­ 
riv ed sho rtly befo re the co m­ 
missio n ’s v o te. 
Bielser claimed that Gallar­ 
do 's v o te wo u ld be in flu en ced

Gallardo , withdrawin g his 
mo tio n , said he felt “ q u ite 
stro n gly abo u t what Mr. Bielser 
said.

to hav e regu latio n s an d lin es 
drawn so mewhere.”

L aird 's o rd er, a co p y o f 
which was giv en to the co mmit­ 
te e Thu rsd ay by Dep u ty De­ 
fen se Secretary William Clem­ 
en ts, ap p eared —to a d egree, at 
least—to co n trad ict Laird ’s as­ 
sertio n Ju ly 18 that he n ev er 
d irected o r au tho rized “ fabrica­ 
tio n o f o fficial reco rd s.” 
The o rd er, sign ed by Laird 
when he was secretary o f d e­ 
fen se, d ealt with secret strik es, 
co d e-n amed “Op eratio n Men u ,” 
to be carried o u t in Cambo d ia 
d u rin g the week o f No v . 23, 
1969. 
“The co n cep t o f the o p era­ 
tio n .” the o rd er said , “ is to 
emp lo y 41 B52s again st Men u 
targets o n each o f two n ights 
d u rin g the week o f 23 No v em­ 
ber. The remain in g av ailable 
aircraft will be emp lo y ed to 
strik e co v er targets as well as 


targets elsewhere in the co u n ­ 
try (So u th Vietn am) an d in 
Lao s. 
"Strik es o n these latter tar­ 
gets will p ro v id e a resemblan ce 
to n o rmal o p eratio n s, thereby 
p ro v id in g a cred itable sto ry fo r 
rep lies to p ress in q u iries.” 
The o rd er was also sign ed by 
Gen . Earle G. Wheeler, then 
chairman o f the Jo in t Chiefs o f 
Staff. 
It was classified “to p 
secret — sen sitiv e — n o fo rn (n o 


d istribu tio n to o ther go v ern ­ 
men ts) — ey es o n ly —abso lu tely 
fo r the ey es o f the ad d ressee 
o n ly .” 
“This is the first so lid ev i­ 
d en ce that I hav e had that 
there was an o rd er to misrep re­ 
sen t targets,” said Sen . Haro ld 
Hu ghes, D-Io wa, who has been 
the main fo rce in the co mmit­ 
tee’s p ro be o f the Cambo d ia 
bo mbin g.

Banking circles said ev en the 
high interest rates o n time de­ 
po sits are no t attracting any 
great inflo w o f funds because 
inv esto rs feel that interest rates 
will go still higher and are 
reluctant to tie up their mo ney 
in time depo sits until they feel 
the peak is reached. 
If the 9-V« per cent rate be­ 
co mes general, and so me bank­ 
ing leaders say it “ likely will in 
v iew o f Shultz’s co mment, its 
first effect will be felt o nly by 
the largest business co mpanies. 
Under the two -tier prime rate 
sy stem ado pted early this y ear 
the prime rate fo r smaller busi­ 
nesses is o ne to two full per 
centage po ints lo wer than the 
prime rate fo r large co mpanies. 
In the lo ng run mo st interest 
rates are affected by the prime 
rate but their mo v ements up o r 
do wn lag behind it. So me ty pes 
o f co nsumer interest rates such 
as small perso nal lo ans, auto ­

are the last to 
fo llo w a prime rate rise be­ 
cause these businesses generate 
a substantial part o f their o wn 
funds thro ugh mo nthly instal­ 
ment co llectio ns and are no t 
highly dependent o n general 
banking funds.

The to wn administratio n re­ 
cently mailed abo ut 5 0 letters to 
v ario us merchants, calling at­ 
tentio n to no nco nfo rming signs 
and o rdering co mplicance with 
the sign o rdinance. 
To wn co uncilman Frank J . 
Egger had reco mmended eas­ 
ing the law after a barrage o f 
co mplaints fro m businessmen. 


Beday an elected to destro y a 
so urce o f menace to himself 
when he had to decide between 
killing him self o r tho se he 
tho ught threatened his ex ist­ 
ence, Dr. So ufi said. 


Beday an tho ught he was de­ 
stro y ing a menacing, v icio us, 
supernatural fo rce which was 
threatening him and the entire 
co mmunity , the psy cho lo gist 
said. 


Dr. So ufi called Beday an a 
parano id schizo phrenic, citing a 
high degree o f delusio n in that 
he attributed to phy sical o b­ 
jects qualities that ex ist o nly in 
his mind. Under Co x ’s guid­ 
ance, the psy cho lo gist said, fo r 
ex ample, that Beday an co uld 
lo o k at a 6 0-y ear-o ld man but 
see, instead, a 17 -y ear-o ld girl. 


That testimo ny was intended 
to bo lster prev io us testimo ny 
by Beday an’s mo ther, Marcea, 
who said her so n to ld her to be 
o n watch fo r a 17 -y ear-o ld girl 
in Mill Valley who m he “ saw” 
at the Sehallo ck ho me o n the 
night o f the murders. 


She said her so n-to ld her that 
he did no t kill Melv in Sehallo ck,. 
that there was so meo ne else 
inv o lv ed in the murders and 
that she sho uld watch fo r the 
my sterio us girl. 
Mrs. Beday an said her so n 
also to ld her o f a Mafia plo t in 
Mill Valley and said sev eral 
black Cadillacs had been cruis­ 
ing near his ho me. 
Co x presented repo rts fro m 
the Marin Co mmunity Mental 
Health Clinic which said fo ur 
day s befo re the killings that 
Beday an had “ suicidal and 
ho micidal po tential". The do cu­ 
ment was part o f what Mrs. 
Beday an tho ught were inv o lun­ 
tary co mmittal pro ceedings fo r 
her so n. 
Altho ugh co mmitment the 
week o f the killings was no t 
certain, she had arranged an 
appo intment at the mental 
health clinic fo r her so n o n 
March 15 , the afterno o n pro ­ 
ceeding the murders. 
She said she was to ld later by 
autho rities at the clinic that her 
so n had po stpo ned the appo int­ 
ment until Friday . 
Mrs. Beday an said o n cro ss 
ex aminatio n by Bales Thurs­ 
day , her so n nev er sho wed re­ 
mo rse o v er the killings and did 
no t discuss the Mafia activ ity 
with her prio r to the murders. 
She said he sho wed no sy mp­ 
to ms o f mental pro blems while 
a student at Alto -Edna Maguire 
Scho o l o r Tamalpais High 
Scho o l but she no ticed the 
change in his behav io r after he 
began 
taking 
psy ch o lo gy 
classes at the Co llege o f Marin. 
Mrs. Beday an testified that 
her so n had beco me co nv inced 
as a result o f his psy cho lo gy 
classes that he was full o f 
ho stilities which he must v ent 
rather than suppress. Fo r ex ­ 
ample, she said he hung a tire 
fro m the chimney and wo uld 
beat it with a ho se as an o utlet 
fo r ho stility . 
But she ex pressed mo re co n­ 
cern abo ut his withdrawal fro m 
family and friends.

Operation Aimed At

HEIDELBERG , G erm any 
(UPI) — The U.S. Army to day 
dismantled a brand new intel­ 
lig ence o peratio n desig ned to 
keep watch o v er GI dissidents, 
calling it “ inappro priate” . 


At the same time, an o fficial 
Army statement slapped back 
at critics who hav e been accus­ 
ing it o f illeg ally tapping civ il­ 
ian pho nes in West Germany 
and denied the Army was per­ 
secuting dissident so ldiers. 


“ An 8 th Infantry Div isio n do ­ 
cument entitled Military Intel­ 
lig ence Co unter-Dissidence Pro ­ 
g ram has been rescinded by the 
8 th Infantry D iv isio n ,” the 
Army said in a statement is­ 
sued Thursday fro m its Heidel­ 
berg headquarters. 


“ The do cument 
was deter­ 
mined to be inappro priate, as 
g uidance o n dissent co ntained 
in Army reg ulatio ns is co nsid­ 
ered sufficient and so ldier dis­ 
sent within the co mmand is 
presently at a v ery lo w lev el.” 
The cancellatio n came two 
day s after The 
New Yo rk 
Times disclo sed the ex istence 
o f 
the 8 th Infantry Div isio n 
directiv e and quo ted po rtio ns o f 
it in a dispatch. The Times said 
a co py o f the unclassified do cu­ 
ment had been leaked by a 
military clerk. 
Defending its po sitio n in the 
m atter o f GI dissents, the Army 
statem en t said, “ This head­ 
quarters is no t directing an 


intensified military co unterin­ 
tellig ence pro g ram ag ainst un­ 
derg ro und activ ities within the 
United States Army , Euro pe.” 
But the statement said the 
Army was o blig ed to pro tect its 
po sitio n as a co mbat-ready bul­ 
wark o f No rth Atlantic Treaty 
(NATO) defenses, adding : 
“ We canno t ig no re any po ssi­ 
ble threat to the safety o f the 
co mmand. Ho wev er, it is mis­ 
leading to characterize o ur le­ 
g al and leg itimate military in­ 
t e l l i g e n c e 
and 
c o u n t e r ­ 
intellig ence activ ities, co nduct 
ed fo r many y ears, as aimed at 
so ldiers who participate in law­ 
ful dissent. 
“ The majo r co ncern o f co m­ 
manders is with unlawful acts, 
such as espio nag e and sabo tag e 
to include bo mbing , arso n and 
damag e to equipment,” it said.

Body Count Could Rea ch 
3 0 In Te x a s Sex Killings 


HOUSTON (UPD - Police 
found two more bodies today 
buried in three-foot-deep graves 
in an East Texas pine forest, 
raising to 21 the number of 
murder victims — all believed 
young boys who were tortured, 
sexually abused and killed by a 
bachelor electrician and two 
teen-aged “ assistants." 
The first two bodies found 
today were dug up near Broad- 
dus, Tex., on the shores of Lake 
Sara Rayburn 125 miles north of 
Houston. 
Sheriff John Hoyt of San Au­ 
gustine County said the two 
bodies found at the lake had 
been buried for “ about six 
weeks." They were wrapped in 
clear, plastic bags and covered 
with lime - like most of the 
other victims discovered over 
the past three days. 
One of the two teen-agers 
accused in the killings told po­ 
lice Thursday they will find 
about 30 bodies. If so. it would 
be the worst mass murder in 
U.S. history. 
Police unearthed 17 bodies 
under a boat shed in southwest 
Houston. Two more were found 
Thursday night near those 
found today. “ They are all 
within about a 600-yard rad­ 
ius," Hoyt said. The search 
went on for more bodies. 
Elmer Wayne Henley, 17, was 
charged today at San Augus­ 
tine, Tex., with four counts of 
murder. Justice of the Peace C. 
A. Renfro set bond at $100,000 
on each count. 
Police said they intend to 
take Henley to High Island near 
Galveston, Tex., where he said 
more bodies were buried in the 
series of sex murders over the 
past three years. 
Another youth, David Brooks, 
18, has confessed to police that 
he was involved in the slayings. 
He was questioned by Houston 
police today. 
Henley, dressed in a gray 
jump suit and hiding his face in 
his hands, told a bizarre tale as 
he leaned against a patrol car 
at the lake today. 
The story involved two teen­ 
agers—Henley and Brooks— 
who came from broken homes 
and hung around with Dean 
Corll, 33. an older man who 
they thought of as a substitute 
father. Henley said Corll was a 
homosexual. 
“ Dean decided he wanted to 
have sex with them, kill them 
and then he brought them out 
here," Henley said of the lake 
victims. “ Corrll’s parents have 
a place out here. He said the 
boat shed was getting full (of 
bodies).” 
Henley said Corll told him he 
had killed “ about 24” youths. 
And the youth said the older 
man offered to pay him money 
to bring him young boys. 
“ He offered to pay me $200 as 
a beginning price. He paid me 
some of that,” Henley said, 
talking frantically, his speech 
coming in short bursts. 
“ I met Dean through David 
Brooks. I feel pretty grotesque. 
I 
almost 
cracked 
several 
times,” he said of the three- 
year ordeal of murder and sad­ 
ism. “ I didn’t feel I was going 
to be able to hold my sanity 
much longer." 
And of the mothers, fathers 
and other relatives of the vic­ 
tims, Henley said: 
“ I owe these people this 
much — to let them know about 
their boys.” 
Police learned of the killings 
early Wednesday when Henley 
killed Corll at a paint-sniffing 
sex party. Henley called police 
after he killed his friend.

“ He had a lust for blood," the 
youth said of Corll. “ I was tired 
of him doing things like that, 
and it was either him or me 
right then.” 


The youngest of the victims 
was believed to be a 13-year-old 
boy missing since 1971. His 
parents spent thousands of dol­ 
lars in a search for him. 


Henley said Corll threatened 
to kill him during the fatal 
orgy. 
Henley said Corll had pre­ 
viously told him about the buri­ 
al ground at the boat shed. 
Henley also implicated the oth­ 
er teenager involved, David 
Brooks, 18. 
Brooks was apprehended and 
said he took part in some of the 
killings. He told police they 
could find as many as 30 bodies 
buried in three different parts 
of the state. 
“ He has admitted to several 
of the murders, along with Hen­ 
ley and Corll,” Police Lt. Breck 
Porter said of Brooks. “ He 
admitted taking part in practi­ 
cally all of the killings over a 
three-year period.” 
In 1969 Corll rented the boat 
stall where the 17 bodies were 
found. 
All the victims found buried 
in stall No. 11 were believed to 
be teen-age boys. Porter said 
Corll “ never messed with any­ 
thing but boys.” 
Some of the victims were 
buried in bathing suits. Some 
were naked. One youngster was 
dressed in a gold shirt. Another 


wore blue trousers. The 10th 
victim unearthed had a cord 
pulled tight around his neck. 
“ This guy must have spenl 
half his time digging graves,’ 
Homicide Detective Larry 
Earls said. “ This whole floor is 
covered with bones.” 
Henley said he and Corll were 
very close friends, and Henley’s 
mother said, “ Dean treated 
Wayne like a son and Wayne 
loved him like a father. He ate 
Easter dinner with us. He 
worked on my car. 
“ He loved to play with the 
kids.” 
Alton Brooks, David’s father, 
said he hardly knew his son. 
“ I had no idea the boy had a 
problem of any kind,” he said. 
“ The boy and I have not been 
around each other in a number 
of years. I really don’t know 
how you would describe him. 
He seemed a quiet boy, not 
aggressive in any way." 
The most murders by one 
person in modern U.S. history 
involved the bodies of 25 farm 
hands found buried in a Califor­ 
nia farm along the Feather 
River in 1971. Juan Corona was 
convicted of the killings earlier 
this year and sentenced to life 
in prison.

Brown Hits Charges 
Of His Mishandling 


No v ato City Mgr. Charles A. 
Bro wn, u nder fire fo r his han­ 
dling o f the resignatio n o f Po ­ 
lice Chief Allen V. Klemme, 
to day rejected charges that he 
did no t act decisiv ely in the 
case. 


In a three-page statement, 
Bro wn also blamed “imprecise 
repo rting” in the press fo r the 
barrage o f criticism lev eled 
against him o v er the Klemme 
affair. 


Bro wn also rev ealed in the 
statement that Klemme was no t 
his first cho ice fo r chief when 
he was hired in March 1970. 
The city manager said he had 
fav o red a So u thern Califo rnia 
candidate “ who presented a 
mo re firm and mo re technical 
appro ach to law enfo rcement.” 
Bu t since the co u ncil o bv io u sly 
fav o red Klemme, Bro wn said 
he went alo ng and reco mmend 
ed his appo intment since he 
“co nsidered the two candidates 
equ al.” 
Chief Klemme left the depart­ 
ment Ju ly 21 amid allegatio ns 
by po lice o fficers o f misco n­ 
du ct. A citizens gro u p has 
charged Bro wn with mismanag­ 
ing the case and called fo r his 
o u ster. 
“The u pro ar that ensu ed, in 
my o pinio n, need no t hav e o c­ 
cu rred,” the city manager said. 
“Very little o f it wo u ld hav e 
o ccu rred had it no t been fo r 
impatience o n the part o f 
so me” and “imprecise repo rt­ 
ing by the press which cau sed 
fru stratio n, distru st and bitter­ 
ness within the po lice depart­ 
ment.” 
Bro wn also charged that lo cal 
newspapers were determined to 
“ make a Watergate o u t o f an 
administrativ e pro blem which 
had been reso lv ed.” 
In answer to accu satio ns that 
the city manager waited to o 
lo ng to ask the chief to leav e 
and so intensified tu rmo il in the 
department, Bro wn co ntended 
that he had acted pro perly . 
He admitted being “u naware 
o f the dev elo ping pro blem 
which ex isted between the men 
o f the departm ent and the 
chief.” Yet, o nce the matter 
was bro u ght to his attentio n in 
late No v ember, Bro wn said, he 
inv estigated the situ atio n tho r­ 
o u ghly in December and Janu 
ary and discu ssed the pro blems 
with Klemme in Febru ary .

ish.” 


Bro wn also said he had do ne 
the right thing by “no t y ielding 
to demands that he (Klemmej 
sho u ld be terminated fo rthwith. 
He said many o f the allegatio ns 
o f the chiefs misco ndu ct co u ld 
no t be “ reso lv ed co nclu siv ely 
inasmu ch as they bo il do wn to 
o ne wo rd against ano ther.” 
Du ring the three mo nths, 
Bro wn repo rted the chief was 
aware o f his precario u s po sitio n 
and knew “that I had dev elo ped 
serio u s qu estio ns abo u t his 
leadership ability and that his 
fu tu re with the department was 
in jeo pardy .” 
He said he made many ef­ 
fo rts to u nderstand the. chief’s 
po sitio n and determine whether 
he co u ld regain his au tho rity 
o v er his dissatisfied men. 
When it became clear that 
Klemme co u ld no lo nger be an 
effectiv e chief, Bro wn said he 
and the chief “mu tu ally agreed 
that he (Klemme* sho u ld seek 
emplo y ment elsewhere and pre­ 
pare to su bmit his resignatio n.” 
Bro wn ex plained his relu ct­ 
ance to ru sh into dismissal pro ­ 
ceedings by say ing the chief 
had do ne a go o d jo b fo r two 
y ears and made many impro v e­ 
ments within the department.

Simultaneous with White 
House announcement of Nixon’s 
action, the FHA issued a state­ 
ment saying its maximum in­ 
terest rate on single and multi­ 
ple-family dwellings was being 
raised from 7 per cent to 7.75 
per cent. 


FHA authority to grant low 
interest loans to would-be hom- 
ebuyers expired June 30. 


The interim measure signed 
by Nixon and cleared by Con­ 
gress a week ago is designed to 
provide more time for the 
White House to reach agree­ 
ment with the House and Sen­ 
ate on a bill to extend the 
FHA’s authority to make such 
loans until next June 30. 


The boost in the FHA's maxi­ 
mum interest rate had been 
expected. Housing Secretary 
James T. Lynn, whose depart­ 
ment includes the FHA, said 
July 5 that he intended to raise 
the rate as soon as the FHA’s 
lending authority was restored. 


Under the new bill, FHA also 
gets renewal of its authority to 
insure loans for home improve­ 
ments and mobile homes. 
The bill that would extend 
FHA’s authority for a full year 
has been stalled in Congress 
because of two amendments 
which House and Senate nego­ 
tiators believe would precipi­ 
tate a presidential veto. 
One amendment, sponsored 
by Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., would force the adminis­ 
tration to spend money for sub­ 
sidized housing programs which 
Nixon suspended to hold down 
government spending. 
The other, by Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson III, D-Ill., would re­ 
quire the government to finance 
repairs on homes which passed 
FHA appraisal. 
The Stevenson amendment 
was modified by congressional 
conferees to require the funds 
to be paid directly on the repair 
so that a recipient could not 
spend it for something else.

Conditions that have given 
cause to the saying that ‘’Amer­ 
icans are the most overfed peo­ 
ple in the world” may be in for 
a change. 


They could be accompanied 


b y increased pain in the pocket- 
book if not in the stomach. 


But many restaurant owners, 
w hile voicing concern over high 
prices and food shortages, are 
still hoping for the best. Next 
week should begin to tell the 
story, which may vary from 
eating place to eating place. 
Some restaurateurs have man­ 
aged to order and stock ahead, 
hirt it's an advantage that is 
likely to be short lived. 


The real test as to whether 
they are able to survive or go 
out of business will rest in their 
adaptability to new conditions 
and in their kitchens. Those 
that have specialized heavily in 
beef dishes, for example, will 
be hit hard if they cannot sub­ 
stitute. 
And chefs who have 
been trained in working with a 
variety of dishes and making 
them attractive to customers 
will be in their glory. 


That 
menus 
are in for a 
change is certain. But it will be 
on the left side as well as in the 
price column. 
In fact, there 


may be so many changes on a 
day-to-day basis it may be im­ 
practical to keep m arking off 
items and adding others. Spe­ 
cialties, as particular foods be­ 
come more available than oth­ 
ers. 
will

the thing. 
The 
average restaurant goer will 
have to adjust his eating out 
habits. 


It could happen 
If it does, 
tag along with the experienced 
chefs. Among them, good bets 
will be those trained in Europe 
and those who have had to go 
through this before — who had 
to practice their profession dur­ 
ing World War II. for example. 


There are several of the lat­ 
ter in Marin. One who comes to 
nnnd at the moment is Bernard 
Epstein at Ix4 Tonneau in Corte 
Madera. Born in Germany and 
trained in France, he is adept 
at making the most of what is 
at hand as well as producing 
those dishes of long tradition. 


In fact, he has already start­ 
ed.

Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare.) 


When he comes home from 
the hospital, the baby’s eyes 
may have some white or yellow 
discharge caused by irritation 
from the medicine that was put 
in at birth. This should clear up 
within five or six days and 
should not get much worse at 
any time. If it does get worse or 
lasts more than a week, get 
medical advice promptly. 


In passing through the birth 
canal, his head may become 
molded into a peculiar shape. It 
will become more normal in the 
first several weeks of life. 
Body fluid may accumulate 
under part of the skin of the 
scalp causing a firm, spongy 
lump or “ caput.” This will dis­ 
appear in a few weeks. Blood 
may accumulate on the surface 
of one of the bones of the skull, 
causing a soft squashy “ cepha- 
lohematoma.” This kind of 
lump may take several months 
to disappear completely. A 
child who always lies on one 
side of his head may show 
flattening and loss of hair on 
that part of his head. This, too, 
will disappear as he grows old­ 
er. None of these “ abnormali­ 
ties” will cause any problems 
later in the child’s life. 
The stump of the umbilical 
cord, which is cut at birth, 
usually falls off by the fifth to 
ninth day. The naval then often 
shows a slight oozing or bleed­ 
ing for a few days. If it does, 
clean it once or twice a day 
with soap and water or with 
alcohol. Bleeding or oozing that 
lasts more than two or three 
days after the cord falls off 
should be brought to the atten­ 
tion of a doctor. 
Older brothers and sisters are 
often jealous of the time that 


you spend with a new baby. Try 
to find some time to give each 
of them special attention. Don’t 
be surprised if a child between 
age 2 and 5 starts sucking his 
thumb, wetting his pants or 
asking for bottles or diapers in 
imitation of a new baby. He is 
simply seeking attention. Give 
him as much as you can of the 
attention he wants, but don’t 
encourage him to return to 
baby-like habits. A child older 
than 3Vi or 4 years can usually 
understand the arrival of a new 
baby and can help you take 
care of him. 
Children between the ages of 
1 and 3^ years should never be 
left alone with the baby. They 
are too young to understand the 
baby. They may pick him up, 
drop him, squeeze him too 
hard, sit on him, put dangerous 
things in his mouth or crib or 
hurt him with tools, utensils or 
furniture. This is not because 
they are “ bad” but because 
they are naturally jealous of 
the new arrival. Give them the 
individual attention they need, 
let them help you and the baby 
in whatever way they can when 
you are with the baby, and 
never leave them alone with the 
baby.

OAKLAND — “ If you’re black you can’t 
catch VD” states the cover of the pamphlet in 
bold black letters. Page two continues, “ But 
VD can catch you and kill you.” 
Even with today's supposed status of sexual 
enlightenment, venereal disease rates contin­ 
ue to rise, and far too many young people 
continue to be painfully naive about VD. 
Many of today’s youngsters are sexually 
active at a much earlier age. 
Sex is openly discussed and 
loudly heralded as the greatest 
contemporary invention. These 
youngsters say they are not 
hung up with the senseless inhi­ 
bitions of their parents. 
Still, “ scoring” is one thing — 
it’s chic to be sexually experi­ 
enced. A case of the “ clap" is 
something else altogether. No­ 
body wants to admit to having 
VD to his peers and certainly 
not to his parents. 
Venereal disease services and 
awareness programs are great­ 
ly needed. Young people must 
become aware of the facts. 
The knowledgeable may find 
them simplistic, but they bear 
repeating: 
1. Sexual contact is the only 
way you can get VD. 
2. Visible signs do not always 
appear in those who have VD. 
3. Both gonorrhea and syphi­ 
lis can be cured. 
4. Treatment for VD will not 
keep you from getting it again. 
5. Use of birth control pills 
increases a woman’s chances of 
getting VD. 
6. Using a condom will re­ 
duce (not eliminate) a man’s 
chances of getting or spreading 
VD. 
7. Medical treatment is nec­ 


essary ; VD is not a home reme­ 
dy disease. 
In the inner cities where 
black youngsters relate to such 
concepts as “ Power to the Peo­ 
ple," it should be understood 
that “ knowledge about health is 
power to the people.” Young 
people must accept an adult 
responsibility for their own 
health if they are going to 
engage in adult sexual prac­ 
tices. They must demonstrate 
the degree of value they place 
on their friends and peers by 
being actively aware of vener­ 
eal disease. 
Black teen-agers are tremen­ 
dously concerned about black 
genocide (prim arily at the 
hands of the white man), but if 
they don’t know the facts about 
VD they may be guilty of com­ 
mitting black genocide. VD can 
cause insanity, sterility, paraly-

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sis, blindness, heart disease 
and ultimately death. And it 
can be passed on to our chil­ 
dren. Syphilis is no legacy. 


Information about VD, confi­ 
dential examinations and treat­ 
ment are available through 
many county health agencies as 
well as private free clinics. 
Addresses of these clinics 
should be posted in every 
school, recreation facility, any­ 
where young people frequent.

Some Marin Municipal board 
members opposed the intertie, 
saying that the public's over­ 
whelming rejection of the Sono- 
ma-Marin Aqueduct in 1971 in­ 
dicated district residents do not 
want Russian River water. 
MacGuire disagrees. “ There 
is no hard evidence that a 
majority of the citizens of Ma­ 
rin now feel that Russian River 
water is undesirable.” 
Two supervisors, Robert A. 
Roumiguiere and Peter R. Arri- 
goni Jr., have criticized the 
district board for stalling the 
northern pipeline and urged 
that it be built immediately.

DALLAS — The acqu isition of 
60 of the finest pieces of pre- 
Colu mbian art known, catapu lts 
the Dallas Mu seu m of Fine Arts 
into prominence in the field of 
Meso-American cu ltu res. 
A well gu arded secret (“ We 
are not at liberty to divu lge 
w here and from whom the 
pieces were bou ght”) and the 
u nion of two fou ndations, the 
McDermott and the Algu r H. 
Meadows, led to this cou p. 
The mu seu m already had an 
impressive pre-Colu mbian col­ 
lection. Started 30 years ago as 
• s t a t i on - w a gon - a r t ’’ 
w ith 
friends of the mu seu m bringing 
artifacts they either had exca­ 
vated themselves or bou ght at 
the excavation sites, the collec­ 
tion 
had grown throu gh the 
years grou ped and exqu isitely 
displayed arou nd the gre a t 
Tlaloc, 
the rain god "w ho 
makes things grow.” The hu ge 
ceramic head and his two ac- 
colyte frogs were fou nd togeth­ 
er and dominate the mu seu m's 
main pre-Colu mbian gallery. 
Thirteen cu ltu res of ancient 
Mexico, ranging in date from 
the first great Meso-Amrican 
cu ltu re, the Olmec, 1000 B.C., to 
the last, the Aztec, A.D. 1500. 
are represented in the new ac­ 
qu isition. 
The strength of the new addi­ 
tion is in Olmec cu ltu re and 
blends beau tifu lly with the mu ­ 
seu m's present collection. Bu t 
what links every period of the 
new acqu isition more than their 
chronological order is the hu ­ 
m an, m oving qu ality of its 
pieces. They speak to the heart 
as mu ch as to the scholar: 
The two seated terra-cotta 
figu res, 
gossiping behind the 
half-raised hand, legs nonchal­ 
antly crossed over ankle; the 
seated man and woman, arms 
entwined after a hard day's 
work, 
whose faces have the 
strength and serenity of some 
of Millet’s peasants; the stand­ 
ing female figu re whose rou nd­ 
ed forms and whimsical face 
recall Windblad's porcelain fig­ 
u res; 
the seated m an with 
black-and-white tu rban, whose 
shell 
eyes gaze at the world 
with detachment 
The ou tstanding piece of the 
Olmec period is a white jade 
m ask. 
How 
has 
it 
been 
bleached0 No one knows. With 
the fu ll, massive look of a bitter 
Roman Caesar it was fu lly hol­ 
lowed in the back, inclu ding the 
nose and cou ld have been worn 
in 
ceremonial 
rites. 
Another 
extraordinary mask, this one in 
stone, 
is of Teotihu can 
art, 
which gave u s the Pyramids of 
the Su n and Moon ou tside of 
Mexico City. The incredible im­ 
pact of the mask is still there in 
spite of the fact its slit eyes 
have lost their jade and the 
mou th its enamel teeth 
The Olmec section is mostly 
made of large stone pieces and 
ceramics, bu t there are a nu m­ 
ber of smaller figu rines in jade 
and hard stone probably intend­ 
ed for an offertory cache, and 
several pendant ornaments in 
the shape of legendary animals. 
They are fashioned and deli­ 
cately carved in the blu e-green 
jade favored by the Olmec over 
the bright green jade admired 
by the Maya.

Meso-American 
Cultures Pushed 


MOTION PICTURE GUIDE

DALLAS — The acquisition of 
60 of the finest pieces of pre- 
Columbian art known, catapults 
the Dallas Museum of Fine Arts 
into prominence in the field of 
Meso-American cultures. 
A well guarded secret ("We 
are not at liberty to divulge 
where and from whom the 
pieces were bought") and the 
union of two foundations, the 
McDermott and the Algur H. 
Meadows, led to this coup 
The museum already had an 
impressive pre-Columbian col­ 
lection. Started 30 years ago as 
“ station-wagon-art” 
with 
friends of the museum bringing 
artifacts they either had exca­ 
vated themselves or bought at 
the excavation sites, the collec­ 
tion had grown through the 
years grouped and exquisitely 
displayed around the great 
Tlaloc, the rain god “ who 
makes things grow." The huge 
ceramic head and his two ac- 
colyte frogs were found togeth­ 
er and dominate the museum's 
main pre-Columbian gallery. 
Thirteen cultures of ancient 
Mexico, ranging in date from 
the first great Meso-Amrican 
culture, the Olmec, 1000 B.C., to 
the last, the Aztec, A.D 1500, 
are represented in the new ac­ 
quisition. 
The strength of the new addi­ 
tion is in Olmec culture and 
blends beautifully with the mu­ 
seum’s present collection. But 
what links every period of the 
new acquisition more than their 
chronological order is the hu­ 
man, moving quality of its 
pieces. They speak to the heart 
as much as to the scholar: 
The two seated terra-cotta 
figures, gossiping behind the 
half-raised hand, legs nonchal­ 
antly crossed over ankle; the 
seated man and woman, arms 
entwined after a hard day’s 
work, whose faces have the 
strength and serenity of some 
of Millet’s peasants; the stand­ 
ing female figure whose round­ 
ed forms and whimsical face 
recall Windblad's porcelain fig­ 
ures; the seated man with 
black-and-white turban, whose 
shell 
eyes gaze at the world 
with detachment. 
The outstanding piece of the 
Olmec period is a white jade 
mask.

With 
the full, massive look of a bitter 
Roman Caesar it was fully hol­ 
lowed in the back, including the 
nose and could have been worn 
in ceremonial rites. Another 
extraordinary mask, this one in 
stone, is of Teotihucan art, 
which gave us the Pyramids of 
the Sun and Moon outside of 
Mexico City. The incredible im­ 
pact of the mask is still there in 
spite of the fact its slit eyes 
have lost their jade and the 
mouth its enamel teeth 
The Olmec section is mostly- 
made of large stone pieces and 
ceramics, but there are a num­ 
ber of smaller figurines in jade 
and hard stone probably intend­ 
ed for an offertory cache, and 
several pendant ornaments in 
the shape of legendary animals. 
They are fashioned and deli­ 
cately carved in the blue-green 
jade favored by the Olmec over 
the bright green jade admired 
by the Maya. 
Closely related to the Olmec 
are several pro-classic pieces

including a twisting black stone 
fish with his mouth open, a 
greenstone round monkey head 
with hollowed inner circled 
eyes, and a seated female fig­ 
ure from Xochipala in the 
present state of Guerrere. A 
single representation of the Za- 
topec culture is included in a 
figure bowl of the Monte Alban 
period. Surrounded by lush foli­ 
age, a w'ounded warrior is in­ 
cised in a ceramic cylindric 
vase. 
The Mayan are lavishly rep­ 
resented with ceramic vessels, 
jade pieces and three small 
pendants in the form of heads, 
each approached in an entirely 
different style: An acrobat with 
his feet over his head, a flat 
pectral ornament showing a 
dignitary wearing a bar neck 
pendant, a small relief figure in 
shell which at one time was 
inlaid with some material. 
Outstanding ceramics from 
the West Coast of Mexico again 
stress the human representa­ 
tive quality of the period: a 
brown seated couple from Jal- 
lisco with white His and Her 
turbans, and the extraordinary 
dog from Colima who looks so 
"doggish" seen from the side 
and so human when seen from 
the front. 
The most recent piece in the 
acquisition is a standing figure 
of Xipe, the God of Spring, 
dated AD 1400-1500. This Aztec 
piece is unique in that it shows 
in the bent arm the four holes 
where it was tied back together 
after it was broken and re­ 
paired by a pre-Columbian 
craftsman The figure still re­ 
tains the red coloring on the 
body of the "impersonator."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
special federal-state commis­ 
sion recommended Thursday 75 
per cent of 80 million acres of 
federally-owned wilderness in 
Alaska be opened for oil, gas 
and other mineral drilling and 
mining. 
But the Federal-State Land 
Use Planning Commission, in a 
report filed with Interior Secre­ 
tary Rogers C. B. Morton, said 
any mineral resources explora­ 
tion and development should be 
allowed only under permits and 
leases, with adequate environ­ 
mental safeguards. 
Some of the 60 million acres 
the commission recommended 
for mineral development over­ 
lapped with nearly 41 million 
acres the panel said should be 
set aside for primary' use of 
water foul preserves, fish and 
wildlife habitats, récréation or 
archeological or other scientific 
study. 
The commission’s recommen­ 
dations dealt with federal lands 
that comprise 19 per cent of 
Alaska. The lands, scattered 
over various parts of the state, 
do not include 90 million acres 
of federal land already set 
aside for parks, wild life ref­ 
uges, military’ preserves and 
other public uses. 
Nor do they include 103 mil­ 
lion acres of federal land the 
state of Alaska is entitled to 
under the 1959 act making it a 
state, or the 42 million acres 
Eskimos and other native peo­ 
ple can claim under the Alaska 
Native Claims Act. 
Morton has until Dec. 18 to 
make his recommendations to 
Congress on what should be 
done with the federal wilder­ 
ness areas, which range from 
remote mountains to arctic ice 
fields and includes wild rivers. 
The petroleum and mineral 
industries on one side and envi­ 
ronmental groups on the other 
form the extremities of the 
interests lobbying Morton and 
Congress on uses of the land, 
comprising the largest tract of 
wilderness. 
The 80 million acres does not 
cover the North Slope oil fields 
or the route of the proposed 
trans-Alaskan pipeline that will 
bring oil to Valdez, on the 
southern coast. But Interior De­ 
partment officials said the land 
is known or suspected to con­ 
tain vast mineral resources, in 
many cases in some of the most 
scenic spots. 
Some options open to Morton 
in his recommendations include 
parks, wildlife refuges and for­ 
est preserves. Or he could pro­ 
pose leaving the land in the 


general public domain, opening 
it up to homesteading or selling 
it to private interests. 
Another option would be to 
open some of the land to the 
state of Alaska, which so far 
has selected 63 million of its 103 
million acres, or to the Alaska 
natives, who have not made 
any selections. 
The commission, which held 
numerous public hearings on 
the subject, conceded that one 
of its main problems was to 
strike a balance between re­ 
sources development and envi­ 
ronmental and scenic preserva­ 
tion. 
It said it also had to recog­ 
nize the rights of natives and 
other persons living mostly off 
the land. Therefore, it said all 
80 million acres would remain 
open to hunting and fishing. 
Of the 60 million acres pro­ 
posed for mineral development, 
the commission said 2.68 mil­ 
lion acres should be limited to 
oil and gas extraction.

A set of amendments de­ 
signed to tighten u p Belv edere 
zoning ordinances has been ap ­ 
p rov ed by the city p lanning 
commission and referred to the 
city cou ncil. 
City Mgr. William L. Cav alli 
said the cou ncil will discu ss the 
changes at a sp ecial meeting 
Au g. 28. 
The changes adop ted by the 
commission Wednesday incor­ 
p orate su ggestions by the con­ 
su lting firm of Liv ingston and 
Blay ney in their Belv edere 
p lanning stu dy , comp leted in 
Nov ember 1971. 
According to Cav alli, the ma­ 
jor change is one which ou tlaws 
bu ilding on su bstandard lots 
belonging to home owners with 
adjacent land. 
The rev isions wou ld also cre­ 
ate two new zones, op en sp ace 
and cov e mu ltip le dwelling 
zones. The latter wou ld differ 
from the regu lar mu ltip le-fami­ 
ly dwelling zone in that it wou ld 
allow p rofessional offices, 
chu rches, clu b bu ildings and 
ap artment offices with a u se 
p ermit. 
Height limits for stru ctu res 
wou ld be redu ced from 42 to 36 
in the mu ltip le zone and from 
32 to 28 feet in all other zones. 
There are also changes limit­ 
ing the amou nt of land cov ered 
by bu ildings, setting minimu m 
lot sizes for v ariou s sized ap art­ 
ment hou ses, and changing the 
length of sidey ard setback s. 


Abou t 60 p er cent of Califor­ 
nia’s p op u lation liv es in the 
s ta te ’s eight sou thernm ost 
cou nties.

In 1968, he help ed 
p rodu ce an award-winning film 
accou nt of the ev ents du ring the 
Democratic conv ention in Chi­ 
cago. 
The Federal Commu nications 
Commission has agreed with 
Pearlman. Last y ear it ru led 
that all cable TV comp anies in 
the top 100 mark ets — p racti­ 
cally the entire U.S. — mak e at 
least one p u blic access channel 
av ailable by 1977 for the free 
u se of the commu nity . 
Althou gh local cablecasters 
are not legally bou nd to p rov ide 
p u blic access for fou r more 
y ears, Telev u e Sy stems, the 
largest cable TV comp any in 
the cou nty with 35,000 su bscri­ 
bers, has indicated that it will 
p rov ide some air time before 
the Corte Madera recall elec­ 
tion Sep t. 18. 
If it does, the Corte Madera

Those argu ments and others 
were p resented to Mu nicip al 
Cou rt Ju dge Robert A. Small- 
man in the latest legal sk irmish 
ov er nu de su nbathing on West 
Marin beaches. 
Smallman said he will an­ 
nou nce a decision Monday on a 
mov e by the fou r attorney s to 
free eight p ersons of charges of 
being nu de in p u blic. 
The attorney s — Fred A. 
Hu rv ich and Dav id May er of 
the American Civ il Liberties 
Union, Peter J. Mu zilo of the 
Marin Pu blic Defenders office 
and Pau l Kay fetz — attack ed 
the arrests on three grou nds: 
1. Nu de su nbathing is an ex ­ 
p ression of p hilosop hy and is 
p rotected by the First Amend­ 
ment to the U.S. Constitu tion, 
which gu arantees free sp eech. 
2. State law already has 
p reemp ted the field with laws

ior, and Marin has no right to 
p ass an antinu dity ordinance if 
the state Legislatu re has not. 
3. The crim inal comp laint 
which charges the eight merely 
accu ses them of “wilfu lly ap ­ 
p earing nu de in a p u blic 
p lace,” and is too v agu e for the 
attorney s to p rep are an ade­ 
q u ate defense. 
The attorney s got nowhere 
with Ju dge Smallman on the 
constitu tion issu e. Smallman 
held that freedom of sp eech 
does not p rotect ex hibiting a 
nu de body . 
Dep u ty Dist. Atty . Girard R. 
Corteau challenged Hu rv ich’s 
contention that state law al­ 
ready has p reemp ted the field 
of nu dity laws. “Nu dity p er se 
does not inv olv e obscenity , 
lewdness or sex u al activ ity ,” he 
said. Since nu dity doesn’t eq u al 
sex , there is room for both for 
state laws against im p rop er 
sex u al behav ior and a cou nty 
ordinance forbidding nu dity , he 
said. 
“If nu dity isn’t a sex u al ac­ 
tiv ity ,” ask ed Ju dge Smallman, 
“what is it? Why did the board 
of su p erv isor ; p ass an ordi­ 
nance against it? Why do p ep - 
p le get u p tight abou t it?” 
“Becau se,” Corteau rep lied, 
“Peop le frown on it. They don’t 
ap p rov e of it.” 
Failu re to k eep nu des away 
from p u blic beaches means 
“ y ou ’re telling p eop le they 
can’t u se a certain beach if 
they don’t want to be offended 
by p eop le cav orting in the 
nu de.” 
Hu rv ich took a different p oint 
of v iew: “Under Mr. Corteau ’s 
v ersion, there is no p lace for 
the nu des. A large segment of 
the p op u lation is being dep riv ed 
of eq u al p rotection of the law.” 
The state, he said, allows 
room for ev ery one to do what 
he wants. “Little Beach (near 
Mu ir Beach, where three of the 


eight were arrested) has tradi­ 
tionally been a p lace where 
nu des cou ld go.” 
The alleged v agu eness of the 
comp laint was the final p oint 
argu ed. 
The fiv e p ersons arrested on 
Bolinas Beach actu ally were on 
p riv ate p rop erty , which is not 
cov ered by the cou nty ordi­ 
nance, which mentions “p u blic 
lands,” the attorney contended. 
They claimed this means land 
actu ally owned by a p oliticial 
entity , and not merely land 
u sed by the p u blic, which is 
termed a p u blic p lace. Su ch 
p laces can be either p u blicly or 
p riv ately owned, they argu ed. 
Little Beach, too, is p riv ate, 
althou gh leased to the cou nty . 
The eight p ersons accu sed of 
nu dity are Step hen Francis 
White, 22, and Su san Mehrings 
White, 23, both of Oak land, and 
Walter Voigt, 33, of Strawberry , 
all arrested on Mu ir Beach; 
and Roland Jacop etti, 37 ; Eliza­ 
beth Kreu sler Ehmann, 39 ; 
Nancy Joan Denmark , 26, and 
Theodore Harv ey Saladin, 36, 
all of Bolinas, and Peter 
Holmes Dav idson, 30, of Colo­ 
rado. They were arrested at 
Bolinas Beach.

Once established, its mem­ 
bers say , the association will 
p rodu ce edu cation p rogram s, 
commu nity rap sessions, p ro­ 
grams for the elderly , docu ­ 
mentaries, news shows and p ro­ 
grams that will be a showcase 
for local mu sicians, artists and 
craftsmen. 
“For ex amp le,” said Pearl­ 
man, “not ev ery one can p lay 
clu bs lik e the Lion’s Share.

Pearlman estimates that it 
will tak e more than $100,000 to 
get the association established 
and going on a fu ll-time basis. 
The object of it all, he say s, is 
to bring the attention of citizens 
home by p rov iding decent infor­ 
mation abou t local issu es that 
concern them. The association 
also will p rov ide the mediu m 
for p eop le to p articip ate in their 
commu nity and to get their 
v iews heard. 
“That’s what p u blic access is, 
information. And information,”! 
according to Pearlman, “is en­ 
ergy .”

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SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
ugly , whisk ered catfish, intro­ 
duced into California waters in 
1874, has reached a new peak of 
popularity . 
Beef shortages and threats of 
soaring prices have turned the 
consumer to possible new meat 
substitutes and leading the list, 
according to the state Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game, is the 
catfish. 
R alph “ C a tfis h” Y oung, 
spok esman for the department 
who work s out of Long Beach, 
attributes the new, surging in­ 
terest in catfish to its easy 
catchability and wide availabil­ 
ity across the state. 
The state spent about $275,000 
in catfish programs last y ear, 
stock ing Southern California 
w aters with half a m illion, 
y earling fish. Smaller ones also 
were planted throughout North­ 
ern and Central California. 
“There is a tremendous inter­ 
est in catfish,” Young said. 
“ We’ve had quite a few inquir­ 
ies about where to catch them 
and requests for a free catfish 
recipe book let are running 
about 300 a day .” 
Young advises that the cat­ 
fish, distinguished from other 
fish by its smooth, scaleless 
body and eight long whisk ers, 
can be tak en on ordinary or 
even the crudest of tack le. He 
suggests such baits as mack er­ 
el, live bluegills, minnows,

cray fish, clams, “ in fact they 
seem to lik e something that 
smells a bit. They really go for 
odors.” 
The catfish, Young adds, is 
“ very sensitive to vibrations 
and that ty pe of thing. They 
seem to hear noises. You’ve got 
to be very , very quiet and very , 
very patient. Patience is the 
essence.” 
Young, who has tried most of 
the 21 recipes he helped com­ 
pile in the book let (available by 
writing the department at 350 
Golden Shore, Long Beach, Cal­ 
if. 9 0802), calls the catfish “one 
of the best tasting I’ve ever 
eaten. It has a chick enish tex­ 
ture and it’s rather delicate. I 
think it’s very delicious. I lik e 
fish and I think it’s one of the 
best.” 
Two of Young’s favorite reci­ 
pes are Mother Hubbard’s Se­ 
cret and The Colonel’s Favor­ 
ite. 
The ingredients for Mother 
Hubbard’s Secret are: 3 pounds 
sk inned catfish fillets, 1 gallon 
water, 1 cup salt, Vz cup beer or 
ale, *4 cup prepared mustard, 2 
cloves finely minced garlic, Vz 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce, 


Va teaspoon liquid hot pepper 
sauce, 
Vz cup toasted sesame 
seeds 
and 
2 
ta b lespo o ns 
chopped parsley and paprik a. 
To put it all together add salt 
to water and stir until dis­ 
solved. Pour brine over fish and 


let stand for 30 minutes. Re­ 
move fish from brine and dry . 
Combine beer, mustard, garlic, 
W orcestershire sauce, liquid 
hot pepper sauce, 
Va cup se­ 
same seeds and parsley , dip 
fish in mustard mixture and 
sprink le with remaining 
Va cup 
sesam e seeds and paprik a. 
Place on well greased grill in­ 
side smok e oven. Cook in a 
very slow oven at 2 5 0 degrees 
for one hour or until fish flak es 
easly when tested with a fork . 
Serve with hot biscuits.

six or more. 
The ingredients for the Colo­ 
nel’s Favorite are: 
2 pounds catfish steak s, 
teaspoon salt, dash pepper, 2 
cups cook ed rice, 2 tablespoons

cup butter or margarine and 
chopped parsley . 
To put it all together cut the 
fish into serving size portions 
place in a well greased bak ing 
dish 13-by -9 by 2 inches. Sprin­ 
k le fish with salt and pepper. 
Combine rice, onion, and curry 
powder and spread over fish. 
Top with lemon slices and dot 
with butter. Cover. Bak e in a 
moderate oven, 350 degrees for 
25 to 35 minutes or until fish 
flak es easily when tested with a 
fork .

At the 
height of the emergency , the 
men were helpless due to se­ 
vere prostration and dehy dra­ 
tion. Had we been at war, the 
cruiser would have been at the 
mercy of the enemy . 
The incidents were recalled 
when I read about an epidemic 
of ciguatera poisoning that de­ 
veloped in 24 or 25 crew mem­ 
bers aboard a Brazilian cargo 
ship bound for Mobile, Ala. 
This is one of the most com­ 
mon forms of fish poisoning in 
Caribbean waters. Oddly , it is 
caused by fish that are consid­ 
ered excellent foods elsewhere. 
The list includes sea bass, grou­ 
per, barracuda, and snapper. It 
is not k nown why these fish are 
toxic after living in certain 
waters. 
ACCORDING TO the report, 
sy mptoms developed from 30 
m inutes to six hours after 
lunch. The victims developed 
severe prostration, vomiting, 
dizziness, muscle aching, and 
joint pains in the extremities. 
Tingling and burning of the 
tongue, dry ness of the mouth, 
abdominal pain, and profuse 
watery diarrhea also ensued. 
The toxic material in the fish 
also affected the nervous sy s­ 
tem, because some developed 
numbness around the ey es and 
seven had brief periods of tran­ 
sient blindness, or blurred vi­ 
sion. When the ship arrived in 
Mobile, 20 of the crew members 
were hospitalized. All recov­ 
ered within four day s. 
The lunch consisted of barra­ 
cuda stew with cocoa, beans, 
rice, soup, and bread and but­ 
ter. The only person who did 
not get sick was a crewman 
who had not eaten the stew.

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THE SMOG CRISIS 
Expert Says Statesman Needed

PASADENA — Just a hint of 
that old Dutch accent creeps in 
as Arie Jan Haagen-Smit ex­ 
plains, cajoles, reminisces, and 
predicts. 


As usual, he's talking smog, 
discussing the long, challeng­ 
ing, and frustrating battle he 
has waged against air pollution 
— and the gestures flow with 
the words. 
Dr. Haagen-Smit, who recent­ 
ly amnounced his retirement as 
chairman of California's pi­ 
oneering Air Resources Board, 
put it in these words: 
“ I never was lobbying for the 
job I had. So now I can go to 
the Governor (Ronald Reagan) 
and say the job needs a differ­ 
ent kind of general — someone 
with different qualifications. 
•'Now we need a statesman, 
someone who can get all the 
important forces to do some­ 
thing they don't really want to 
do." 
A professor emeritus of bio- 
organic chemistry. Dr Haagen- 
Smit has been associated with 


California Institute of Technolo­ 
gy since 1937 His background 
in research — in quest of plant 
substances called essential 
«odorous) oils — led him. fortui­ 
tously. into the struggle against 
smog. 
The Netherlands-born che­ 
mist was the first to correctly 
point out the true nature and 
source for the Los Angeles 
area's notorious photo-chemical 
smog. His discovery took place 
immediately after World War 
II. 
“ I was on a scientific com­ 
mittee of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce," he 
said. “ We discussed the prob­ 
lem of plant damage, as re­ 
quested by the chamber’s agri­ 
culture committee.” 
After months of discussion, 
Dr Haagen-Smit says, “ I final­ 
ly wrote a little letter asking: 
If we want to know what’s in 
he air. why don’t we measure 
it9’ Since nobody did it, and 
since I'd just finished a project 
on pineapple odor and had all 
this equipment stored, I did it. 
“ What I got was honest-to- 


goodness condensed smog. It- 
turned out to be an abundant 
amount of hydrocarbon materi­ 
als that could only have come 
from gasoline. So I drew the 
conclusion that this came from 
gasoline by oxidation in air. 
“ I also found high-oxidant, 
high-ozone content. At first, I 
didn’t want to believe this, 
since the books say ozone is 
absent from cities." 
However, an experiment 
prompted by a colleague, Dr. 
E. C. Bradley, retired vice- 
president for chemical research 
of the Union Rubber Co., 
clinched it. 
“ I showed him my work," 
Dr. Haagen-Smit said. "Then 


we put some experimental rub­ 
ber out in the sunlight and his 
rubber went to pot. 
"I had guessed right. It was a 
very satisfying thing, even 
though I didn’t particularly 
want to publish it. I didn’t want 
to be drawn into this (smog) 
thing. It wasn’t my field, and I 
have a strong sense of who’s 
competent and who isn’t. I ’d 
already marched a little out of 
my field by getting into photo­ 
chemistry.” 
What Dr. Haagen-Smit had 
discovered was the intricate 
photo-chemical reaction among 
pollutants that takes place to 
build Los Angeles’ particularly 
unpleasant type of smog. It’s a 


reaction series that works best 
in what southern California is 
best known for — bright, sunny 
days. 
Soon after making this dis­ 
covery, however, he was per­ 
suaded by friends and col­ 
leagues to take a leave of 
absence from Caltech and work 
solely on smog. 
The result, at least early on, 
was best described by Dr. 
James Bonner, a fellow faculty 
member: 
“ One little story. When Haa- 


g y showed that it was hydrocar­ 
bons that made smog, the oil 
companies got together to 
prove that this was not true. 


"They — in the form of the 
Western Oil & Gas Association 
— hired the Stanford Research 
Institute to prove that he was 
wrong. They tried to hang smog 
on sulfur dioxide (SQ2). S02 was 
abolished from the Los Angeles 
Basin. Smog got worse. 
“ Western Oil & Gas Associa­ 
tion flunked. Haagen-Smit re­ 
ceived an ‘A.’ ” 
Other studies, also aimed at 
disproving or at least testing 
his ideas, finally confirmed his 
work, "and this was a very 
important point for me," Dr. 
Haagen-Smit says. "I was vin­ 
dicated.” 
His entry into chemistry 


seems almost natural, although 
he said he found very little 
interest in the field as a stu­ 
dent. 
"I was born in Utrecht, a 
small town in the center of the 
Netherlands, where my father 
was chief chemist at the Royal 
Mint. Watching the pouring of 
molten gold and silver was a 
common occurrence, and my 
two sisters and I used to play 
hide-and-seek between stacks of 
gold and silver bars. ” 
In 1918, he left high school 
with top grades in science and 
took up the study of chemistry 
at the University of Utrecht. 
"Even though my preference 


was in mathematics, the job 
opportunities in this field were 
too limited and the chemical 
education seemed more pru­ 
dent," he adds. While inorganic 
chemistry “didn’t appeal to me, 
organic chemistry showed an 
orderly structure which I 
liked." 
This took him into studies of 
plant substances, including a 
peculiar fatty oil from a tree 
that grows in Indonesia. The 
compounds found are related to 
the active principle of poison 
ivy, poison oak, and Chinese 
lacquer.

Maso n 's Neck is a p en in su la that .ju ts 
in to the Po to mac Riv er barely 20 miles 
belo w Washingto n, within v iew o f Mo u nt 
Verno n. It is the last ho ldo u t an y where 
n ear the n atio n 's cap ital o f the n atio n 's 
en dan gered sy mbo l, the American bald 
eagle. And that is the kind o f in fo rmatio n 
that p ro v o kes an elo q u en t shru g fro m 
Virgin ia au tho rities who wan t to bu ild an 
airp o rt n earby . 


Rep eatedly o v er the p ast decade, resi­ 
den ts o f the area hav e co mbin ed to stav e 
o ff bu sin ess in terests p ressu rin g the rela­ 
tiv ely u n distu rbed backwater. One dev el­ 
o p er wan ted to co n v ert the neck in to a 
ready -made city o f 20,000 p erso n s. 
The area’s residen ts fo rmed a co mmit­ 
tee and so u ght help Natio n al o rgan iza­ 
tio n s threw their in flu en ce an d mo re 
imp o rtan tly their assets behin d the p res­ 
erv atio n effo rt. TT<> Natu re Co n serv an cy 
p ro du ced $5.0 millio n to ho ld o v er 9 00 
acres o f marsh and fo rest u ntil a series 
o f co n n ectin g p arks, histo rical sites and 
wildlife refu ges co u ld be lin ked to gether 
to keep the n eck u n v io lated 
Then when the co n cern ed gro u p s 
sighed at what seemed v icto ry , an o ther 
attack came fro m the riv er side, where 
Mary lan d dredgers wan ted to wo rk clo se 
to the Virgin ia sho re.

Younger— Four Too 
Many In Top Race 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Re­ 
publicans can’t afford a four­ 
way race for governor next 
year because President Nixon's 
fund raisers milked GOP con­ 
tributors of so much money last 
year, Atty. Gen. Evelle Young­ 
er said Thursday. 
He said he personally plans 
money-raising dinners later this 
year in four California cities for 
his potential gubernatorial 
campaign. He is one of the four 
most frequently mentioned con­ 
tenders for the GOP nomination 
next year. 
Younger said the field of po­ 
tential candidates would be nar­ 
rowed if key GOP backers 
would publicly declare who 
they support. But Younger said 
he is not advocating any “ king- 
making” effort to pick a single 
candidate. 
Younger said he hopes that 
“ 100 or so” top GOP leaders in 
California will ‘‘choose up 
sides” so that prospective can­ 
didates know which are the two 
or three candidates with the 
most support. 


“ I expect if that process 
takes place, I will be benefi­ 
ciary of a great deal of that 
support,” Younger said. 


Asked what was wrong with 
four major candidates running 
for the GOP nomination to suc­ 
ceed Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
Younger replied. 
"We could, but we would lose 
the general election. There just 
aren’t enough resources for 
four candidates.” 
He said the two major prob­ 
lems facing the California Re­ 
publican party are: being out­ 
numbered by a 60-40 ratio in 
voter registration, and being 
short of campaign money be­ 
cause GOP contributors were 
pressured to give so much to 
Nixon’s 1972 campaign. 
In addition to Younger, other 
frequently mentioned GOP can­ 
didates for governor are Lt. 
Gov. Ed Reinecke, Controller 
Houston Flournoy and Robert 
Finch, onetime lieutenant gov­ 
ernor and former presidential 
adviser. 
Asked about the possible can­ 


didacy of Caspar Weinberger, 
the Secretary of the U.S. De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare, Younger said: 
"For a variety of reasons, I 
think nothing will come of it. I 
don’t think he's interested ”

WASHINGTON — Corregidor. Lenin­ 
grad. Cassino and Khe Sanh hav e nothing 
on Mason's Neck . It has been u nder seige 
longer than any of them

shak en, bu t nev er fallen. Now it is u nder 
assau lt again, and this cou ld be the 
worst. 


Mason's Neck is a p eninsu la that ju ts 
into the Potomac Riv er barely 20 miles 
below Washington, within v iew of Mou nt 
Vernon. It is the last holdou t any where 
near the nation's cap ital of the nation's 
endangered sy mbol, the American bald 
eagle. And that is the k ind of information 
that p rov ok es an eloq u ent shru g from 
Virginia au thorities who want to bu ild an 
airp ort nearby . 


Rep eatedly ov er the p ast decade, resi­ 
dents of the area hav e combined to stav e 
off bu siness interests p ressu ring the rela­ 
tiv ely u ndistu rbed back water. One dev el­ 
op er wanted to conv ert the neck into a 
ready made city of 20,000 p ersons. 
The area's residents formed a commit­ 
tee and sou ght help National organiza­ 
tions threw their influ ence and more 
imp ortantly their assets behind the p res­ 
erv ation effort.

Lockstep Control? No

There is indeed a need for greater 
accou ntability in p u blic edu cation. Tax ­ 
p ay ers and p arents deserv e a better 
stewardship of their school tax monies. 
Bu t increased accou ntability mu st not 
mean increased centralism, in fact, in­ 
creased 
state control of local school 
districts is one of the factors weak ening 
accou ntability . G reater centralism wou ld 
only assu re lock -step controls withou t 
accou ntability . 
That is why many conserv ativ es are 
u p set abou t two items adop ted at its Ju ly 
meeting by the state Board of Edu cation 
They frank ly fear that the two items are

THE FIRST ITEM, “California School 
Accou nting Manu al," is a 140-p age direc­ 
tiv e based on the concep t of “ Program 
Bu dgeting": meaning, a grou p ing of p ro­ 
p osed ex p enditu re items according to the 
series of “ activ ities or p rograms they are 
intended to su p p ort.” 


That brings u p the second item adop ted 
by 
the 
board: 
“ Statement of School 
District Dev elop ment of Goals and Prior­ 
ities." Hook that with the accou nting 
manu al and y ou come v ery close to 
something called PPBS (Planning, Pro­ 
gram m ing and Bu dgeting Sy stem). 


The adv ocates of PPBS hide behind the 
claim that it is simp ly designed to get the 
most ou t of each dollar sp ent, to mak e 
the teacher and the administrator ac­ 
cou ntable. In a sense, that is tru e. Bu t 
the central q u estion is. accou ntable to 
whom? For what? 


Those who p u sh for PPBS march u nder 
the flag of “efficiency and cost control." 
They fly a false banner.Their tru e stan­ 
dard is “ centralize and conform." It’s not 
ju st costs they wou ld control — it’s k ids, 
as well. 
Becau se, when y ou dig throu gh the 
semantic garbage and the elitist camou ­ 
flage, y ou get to the nu b of PPBS as it 
relates to p u blic edu cation and ou r k ids: 
the directio n and co ntro l of student atti­ 
tudes and behav io r. 


IF YOU THINK that su mmation too 
harsh, tak e a look at p rodu cts coming off 
today ’s largely "p rogram m ed and bu dg­ 
eted" edu cation assembly line. As Gov er­ 
nor Reagan once said: “ It’s not that ou r 
y ou ng p eop le don’t k now any thing; it’s 
ju st that they k now so mu ch that isn’t 
tru e.” 
How mu ch more control do those PPBS 
birds want? Right now not more than 10- 
15 p er cent of the decisions affecting ou r 
local schools are made at the district 
lev el. 
The balance are mandated by 
federal and state masters, throu gh the 
allocation of sp ecific fu nds for sp ecific 
p rograms, throu gh fastening p riorities to 
sp ecial grants, and by req u iring p re-set 
ev alu ations. 


THE BOARD of edu cation, by em brac­ 
ing those two p re-PPBS items as it did, 
mov ed in the wrong direction. It shou ld 
be work ing to restore and rev italize local 
au tonomy . Accou ntability cou ld be more 
p rop erly achiev ed if the state and federal 
masters wou ld get ou t of the temp le and 
let the districts ru n their schools. 
Kids, p arents, teachers and adm inistra­ 
tors shou ld not be forced to walk in lock 
step . Not if y ou re bu ilding a society of 
free indiv idu als.

ASHEVILLE. N.C. (UPI) - 
The accent is not on youth in 


the formation of a conservative 
new Presbyterian denomina­ 
tion. and women’s lib has made 
few converts.

LONDON (UPI) — Britain has 
effectively relinquished its role 
as leader of the 33-nation Bri­ 
tish Commonwealth, and Prime 
Minister Edward Heath is hap­ 
pier for it. 


Virtually all the delegates at 
a planning session that wound 
up here Thursday after three 
days of debate were mid- 
dleaged or older, and they laid 
the groundwork for a church 
structure in which women will 
take a back seat. 


In its new role. Britain seems 
determined to be only one of 
the member nations 


The delegates represented 
more than 200 Southern Presby­ 
terian churches that have se­ 
vered their ties to the Presby­ 
terian Church in the U.S., the 
million-member southern Pres­ 
byterian body. 


The Statute of Westminster of 
1931 creating the Common­ 
wealth defined the status of 
member nations as “ autono­ 
mous communities within the 
British Empire, equal in status, 
in no way subordinate one to 
another, but united by a com­ 
mon allegiance to the Crown 
and freely associated as mem­ 
bers of the British Common­ 
wealth of Nations.” 


They forged the groundwork 
for a new denomination that 
will spurn most of the more 
liberal policies of the present 
mother church, returning to 
what the delegates consider the 
denomination’s basic tenets. 


Those were the days when 
Britain's empire spanned the 
globe. In the years since, 12 
members became independent 
republics and the 
Empire 
shrank dramatically.

ROME (UPI) — The lawyer 
handling divorce proceedings 
for Elizabeth Taylor and Rich­ 
ard Burton arrived to confer 
with the estranged couple to­ 
day. 


The group, which feels it is 
returning to what the Presby­ 
terian church should be. rather 
than forming a new body, also 
provided that title and control 
of church property be left with 
local churches. 
The group 
adopted the Book of Church 
Order of 1933 of the Presbyteri­ 
an church as its. basic docu 
ment, and the Westminister 
Confession as the foundation of 
its doctrine. 


Lawyer Aaron Frosch and his 
wife were met at Leonardo da 
Vinci Airport by Miss Taylor’s 
secretary and Burton’s secre­ 
tary and driven directly to the 
villa of producer Carlo Ponti, 
where Burton has been staying. 


The leaders of the group, 
called the Continuing Presby­ 
terian Church, have opposed 
what they consider a swing to 
liberalism in the church, partic­ 
ularly in stands on abortion, 
premarital sex, ordination of 
women and other social and 
religious matters. 


Frosch announced in New 
York July 31 that the couple 
had asked him to file for di­ 
vorce in Switzerland, where 
they have their permanent resi­ 
dence in Gstaad. Since then 
Miss Taylor has been living in a 
suite at Rome’s Grand Hotel 
but has spent most of her even­ 
ings with Burton and the Pon- 
tis.

But at this year’s Common­ 
wealth conference, just con­ 
cluded in Ottawa, Britain put 
the emphasis on the phrase, “ in 
no way subordinate one to an­ 
other," and made it clear Brit­ 
ain would no longer act as the 
undisputed leader of the Com­ 
monwealth. 
“ It has been a constructive 
conference—better than any 
other Commonwealth confer­ 
ence I have attended," Heath 
told newsmen before leaving 
Ottawa. 
British officials said when 
Heath made this comment he 
was thinking of the Singapore 
prime minister’s conference in 
1971 when the Asians and black 
leaders slammed him unmerci­ 
fully for his plans to resume 
arms sales to South Africa. 


“ We had the impression that 
in the last nine days he had 
grown to like the Common­ 
wealth, to which earlier he ap­ 
peared to attach little import­ 
ance," a British correspondent 
wrote from Ottawa. 
Another said: 
“ Having en­ 
dured sustained Brit-bashing 
and general abuse at the 1971 
Singapore conference, he ar­ 
rived an apprehensive man, 
very much on edge. But things 
have turned out very much 
better than he expected.” 
British officials say Heath 
was pleased that this year’s 
Commonwealth conference 
dropped most of the set piece 
speeches of the past and did 
most of its business at small 
private meetings attended only 
by the leaders and one or two 
aides for each. 
Aides say Heath believes 
such free exchanges are worth­ 
while and that he favors hold­ 
ing more such meetings.

Pay Hike Bill 


SACR AMENTO (AP) - The 
salary of the governor would be 
increased to $60,000 a year and 
California’s six other statewide 
I: ; officials would get raises aver- 
aging $8,000 each under a pro- 
|. 
posal by a key legislator. 
The pay raises would take 
[ /effect Jan. 1, 1975 under the 
proposal by Assemblyman Wil- 
’ liam Bagley, R-San R afael. 
Bagley’s bill already has the 
support of at least two candi­ 
dates for governor and backers 
said it will probably be enacted 
by the legislature. 
Three other states pay their 
governors more than Califor­ 
nia's: New York $85,000, Texas 
$58,500 and New Jersey $50,000. 
(Bagley said the hikes would be 
the first pay raises for top state 
officials since 1971 and would 
: average only about 5 per cent a 
[/ year. He said the raises are 
“only a matter of pay equity” 
and if the legislature doesn’t 
act before 1975, the consitution 
prohibits raises until 1979. 
Here are the raises proposed 
by Bagley: 
Governor, from $49,100 to 
$60,000 a year. 
Attorney general, from $42,- 
500 to $51,155 a year. 
Lieutenant governor, control­ 
ler, secretary of state, treasur­ 
er, and superintendent of public 
instruction, from $35,000 to $42,- 
500 a year. 
Bagley says he probably will 
run for controller next year. 
He said he introduced the bill 
on the request of the staff of 
Atty. Gen. Evelle Younger, a 
potential gubernatorial candi­ 
date, to raise the attorney gen­ 
eral’s pay to $51,155, the same 
as the chief justice of the State 
Supreme Court. 
He said traditionally those 
two posts have had the same 
pay, but that judges’ salary 
raises have not been matched 
in recent years. 
Then “ a concensus 
was 
reached’’ this week, Bagley 
said, to use his bill to raise the 
salaries of all constitutional of­ 
ficers. 
“ Look at the superintendent 
of public instruction. More than 
1,000 local superintendents are 
making more than the state 
superintendent. Throughout the 
state, top local officials are 
making more than $40,000. Lo­ 
cal government is replete with 
examples,” he said. 
Democratic Assembly Speak­ 
er Bob Moretti, another likely 
gubernatorial candidates, said 
the Bagley plan sounded “ rea­ 
sonable” and would probably 
be enacted this year. 
The bill is AB 2149.

Fuels Freeze Extended, 
Other Lids Off Monday 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Cost of Living Council Friday 
extended the price freeze on 
gasoline and petroleum prod­ 
ucts until Aug. 19, but said 
service stations victimized in 
price wars would get a break 
once the freeze is lifted 
For the rest of the economy, 
except beef, the price freeze 
expires Monday. M erchants 
and wholesalers will be able to 
boost selling prices in line with 
regulations under the adminis­ 
tration's Phase IV stabilization 
program. 
Council Director John T. Dun­

The Phase IV oil industry 
rules in brief: 
Gasoline and home heating 
oil will be subject to a ceiling 
price that includes the markup 
for profit being charged last 
Jan. 10. But the council said 
soon it would have to charge a 
smaller markup than 7 cents a 
gallon. This provision was to 
avoid hardship to retailers who 
were involved in price wars at 
that time. 


Food Tab 15 Per Cent 
Higher Than 1972's 


The Agriculture Department 
today said the cost of food in 
the United States during the 
second quarter of this year was 
15 per cent higher than it was 
in 1972. 
The department also said the 
production of wheat, corn and 
soybean crops will set new 
records this year, but experts 
said prices probably will not 
come down because the big 
crops are less than had been 
expected.

Hahn Must Prepare 
An Impact Report

proposed Ernest W. Hahn regional shopping cen­ 
ter in Corte Madera, the project apparently faces 
a new tangle of governmental red tape.

Service station owners will 
have to paste a sticker on every 
gasoline and diesel oil pump 
stating the ceiling price and 
octane rating of the fuel. This is 
supposed to prevent such price 
gouging techniques as selling a 
lower-octane gasoline for the 
same price. 


Home heating oil retailers 
can raise their ceiling prices at 
the start of each month to 
reflect higher costs, but also 
must reduce prices if costs 
decline. The automatic price 
adjustment is designed to en­ 
courage more heating oil im­ 
ports, the council said, and to 
avoid the sort of shortages that 
left some parts of the nation 
with cold furnaces last winter. 
Oil drillers will be able to sell 
“new oil”, that is, oil above the 
amount the company produced 
last year, 
at free m arket 
prices This, too, is designed to 
encourage additional produc­ 
tion. 
Dunlop said the rules were 
designed to “ strike a delicate 
balance between constraining 
prices while at the same time 
encouraging the necessary in­ 
crease in supplies which a 
country must have.” 
“The council is aware that 
energy prices must be allowed 
to rise in order to stimulate 
development of new energy re­ 
serves and make possible the 
purchase of higher cost foreign 
oil,” Dunlop said. “ At the same 
time, we must prevent unneces­ 
sary price increases.” 
The council also announced 
new Phase IV rules for the 
insurance industry that will re­ 
quire big insurance companies 
to notify the council 30 days in 
advance of significant hikes in 
premium charges. 
Health insurers with $50 mil­ 
lion or more of earned prem­ 
ium and property-liability in­ 
surers above $150 million will 
have to notify both the council 
and state insurance regulatory 
agencies in advance of pro­ 
posed rate increases of more 
than 5 per cent which affect $1 
m illion or m ore in annual 
premiums. 
Dunlop said the rules, similar 
to those that governed the in­ 
surance industry during the 
Phase II stabilization program, 
“ will have a restraining effect 
on the amount of premium in­ 
creases implemented by insur­ 
ers during Phase IV." 


Panel Hits 
Commune 
Ban Plan

Calling it an “ infringement 
upon a citizen’s rights," the 
Marin County Human Rights 
Com m ission T hursday night 
recommended defeat of San Ra­ 
fa e l’s proposed anticom m une 
ordinance. 
The ordinance, unanimously 
approved by the San Rafael 
Planning Com m ission, would 
prohibit more than five unrelat­ 
ed people from living in a 
single-family residence, if pass­ 
ed by the city council at its 
Sept. 4 meeting. 
The human rights commis­ 
sion also urged rescinding of 
any similar ordinances in other 
Marin cities. 
Protest against the ordinance 
was brought before the com­ 
mission by Kenneth R. Frankel, 
co-owner of the 25-room man­ 
sion at 16 Culloden Park Road, 
now an Ashram for about 25 
men and women and 10 chil­ 
dren. J. Stanley Ott, assistant 
city planner, represented the 
City of San Rafael at the 
sparsely attended public hear­ 
ing. 
Com m issioner Joaquin P. 
Gallardo’s move to adopt the 
recommendation, after nearly 
two hours of hearings, was 
challenged by San Rafael City 
Mgr. William Bielser, who ar­ 
rived shortly before the com­ 
mission’s vote. 
Bielser claimed that Gallar­ 
do’s vote would be influenced 
by his involvement litigation 
against the city of San Rafael 
over the city’s redevelopment 
plans. 
G allardo, w ithdraw ing his 
m otion, said he felt “ quite 
strongly about what Mr. Bielser 
said. But I still want to vote 
and will not stand for a denial 
of my vote." 
The motion was then made by 
Commissioner Dee Fratus and 
passed 4 to 1 with Lily Whittle 
opposed. “ Every game has its 
rules and reg u latio n s,” said 
Mrs. Whittle, “ without them 
society could not function.” 
Ott, in his statem ent to the 
commission, said that although 
som e neighbors have com ­ 
plained about parking problems 
caused by the ashram, the ordi­ 
nance is not aimed at any 
specific residence. 
"Over the past four years,” 
he said, “ Our office has re­ 
ceived and attempted to do 
something about complaints in 
regard to excessive occupancy 
by large numbers of people in 
single family residences in sev­ 
eral sectors of San Rafael.” 
The major purpose of the 
ordinance, he continued, is to 
bring into conformity both the 
building code and zoning ordi­ 
nance definitions of the word 
“ family.” The building code, he 
said, now defines a family as 
related by blood or marriage 
while the zoning definition is 
“ so worded that almost any 
combination of people in any 
numerical amount could live in 
a place or residence. “ We have 
to have regulations and lines 
drawn somewhere.” 
Ott also told the commission 
that if it is adopted, the zoning 
ordinance would permit appli­ 
cations for variances and ad­ 
justments if the house were 
“ excessively large and had a 
large number of bedrooms.”

Bedayan Defense Pushes 
Insanity Angle At Trial

William Brent Bedayan was 
floridly psychotic, experienced 
in an acute schizophrenic reac­ 
tion and loss of thought process 
when he killed three people in 
Mill Valley in March. 
So testified Dr. Alla Soufi, a 
clinical psychologist from San 
Francisco, at Bedayan’s trial 
Thursday as the defense at­ 
tempted to prove Bedayan in­ 
sane at the time of the killings. 
Dr Soufi said Bedayan had a 
severe abnormality of the mind 
which com pletely distorted 
reality and he did not fully 
realize what he was doing or 
whom he was killing. 
Defense attorney Frank J.

Cox had admitted that Bedayan 
killed Melvin and Ruth Schal- 
lock and their 19-year-oid son, 
Daniel, and set fire to their 
home. 
Dr. Soufi said Bedayan expe­ 
rienced extrem e depression 
near the time of the killings 
The doctor said the depres­ 
sion built up for quite some 
time and was based on guilt 
feelings of Bedayan who was 
troubled over his own concept 
of manhood and virility 
Bedayan was concerned over 
homosexuality, Dr Soufi said 
Although he did not think the 
defendant was practicing hormv 
sexuality he may have had 
hom osexual feelings. These 
feelings caused the youth to 
question his own manhood and 
caused much of the depression, 
the doctor said. 
Bedayan sat with his head 
resting in his hands on the 
defense table during most of 
Dr. 
Soufi’s 
testim ony 
but 


turned to study an exhibit map­ 
ping the Schallock home during 
part of the psychologist’s exam­ 
ination 


On cross-examination today, 
in the 12th day of the trial, Dr 
Soufi admitted that a person 
pleading innocent of triple m ur­ 
der by reason of insanity proba­ 
bly would give self-serving an­ 
swers to psychological tests

Bedayan’s back 
ground in psychology classes at 
the College of Marin, work at 
the state hospital in Napa, and 
additional reading on psychol­ 
ogical subjects The doctor said 
an individual with such a back­ 
ground could tailor answers to 
fit a sanity defense. 
Bales also noted what 
he 
thought were inconsistencies in 
some of Bedayan’s answers to 
psychological test questions.

Shortages Hurt 
Food For Peace 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ris­ 
ing U.S. food prices and short 
supplies have begun to cut into 
this country’s role as a provider 
of food to the underdeveloped 
world 


Officials said Thursday that 
U S. governm ent purchases 
from American farm ers of food 
for needy people abroad under 
the Food for Peace program 
have been halted temporarily 
while officials review available 
domestic supplies and prices. 
Tronically. 
the disclosure 
came on a day when the Agri 
culture Department predicted 
the biggest U.S. food crop in 
history this year 
It said this year's crop—on 
the basis of Aug 1 conditions— 
would up 5 per cent from last 
year’s record and 18 per cent 
above 1987 
It said this would 
include record crops of wheat, 
com. grain sorghums and soy­ 
beans 


But the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment said that, with the excep­ 
tion of sorghums, each of these 


individual crops is below the 
levels predicted a month ago. 
This, in relation to the demand 
for the crops at home and 
overseas, is causing the high 
prices. 
Against this background, offi­ 
cials said food for delivery un­ 
der the overseas aid program 
from July through September 
has already been purchased 
from U.S. farmers and is being 
shipped This includes grain for 
victims of the African drought. 
But they said contracting for 
deliveries beginning in October, 
which normally would have be­ 
gun last month, has been put 
off pending review of the gov­ 
ernm ent's crop report and the 
U S. food situation. 
The National Farm ers Union 
(NFU) called the suspension “a 
tragic result of m ism anage­ 
ment and policy blundering ” 
The U S Agency for Interna­ 
tional Development (AID) said 
that if a decision is made quick­ 
ly to resume contracting the

Bar Action 


Helps Push 
Pot Reform 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
vote of the American Bar Asso­ 


ciation (ABA) in favor of re­ 


moving criminal penalties for 
m arijuana possession has given 
new impetus to a lobbying ef­ 
fort in state legislatures. 


Representative of the Nation­ 
al Organization for the Reform 
of Marjuana Laws (NOR ML) 
were busy at the ABA’s conven­ 
tion here this week buttonholing 
members of the House of Dele­ 
gates who would be considering 
the subject. 


On the motion of Cecil F. 
Poole of San Francisco, the 
House voted 122-70 to recom­ 
mend wiping off the criminal 
statute books simple possession 
of marijuana by users. The 
action has particular signifi­ 
cance at this time because in 
July the National Conference of 
C om m issioners on Uniform 
State Laws adopted an act hav­ 
ing the sam e purpose and 
presented as a pattern for legis­ 
latures to follow. 


The specific language in the 
ABA resolution was proposed 
by attorney Whitney North Sey­ 
mour Sr. of New York, a past 
president of the association. 
The action was a long step from 
the one taken by the House a 
year ago, when only a reduction 
of penalties was recommended. 


F rank Fioram onti of New 
York, one of the organizers of 
NORML, said he expects many 
state bar associations will fol­ 
low ABA’s lead with a resulting 
impact on state legislatures. He 
said his group will soon map 
strategy on how to take advan­ 
tage of what he regards as two 
great steps forward by compar­ 
atively conservative groups. 


Oregon is the first state to 
decriminalize marijuana pos­ 
session. Gov. Tom McCall in 
July signed legislation reclassi­ 
fying possession of up to one 
ounce as a "violation” with the 
maximum penalty a $100 fine 
The new law, effective Oct. 15, 
provides that the offender not 
receive a criminal record. 


Nixon Reportedly 
Cool Over Agnew 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon “ hit the ceiling” 
when he learned Vice President 
Spiro T, Agnew was under in­ 
vestigation in an alleged Mary­ 
land kickback scheme and tried 
to talk Agnew out of holding a 
news conference, White House 
sources said today.

meeting they held Tuesday that 
silence was a better posture 
than holding a news conference. 
Agnew, however, told Nixon 
he felt he should go ahead with

The vice president 
held the conference Wednesday, 
describing the allegations of 
bribery, extortion, conspiracy 
and tax evasion as "damned 
lies." 
One source said of Nixon’s 
reaction when he learned of 
Agnew s troubles that he “hit 
the ceiling."

plans to let 
Agnew 
“ stand alone” in his defense 
against the allegations. Agnew 
indicated at the news confer­ 
ence he is prepared to do this.

States remains well below those 
of most other nations.

cent on $100,000 time deposits. 
Banking circles said even the 
high interest rates on time de­ 
posits are not attracting any 
great inflow of funds because 
investors feel that interest rates 
will go still higher and are 
reluctant to tie up their money 
in time deposits until they feel 
the peak is reached. 
If the 9 - per cent rate be­ 
comes general, and some bank­ 
ing leaders say it “likely will in 
view of Shultz’s comment, its 
first effect will be felt only by 
the largest business companies. 
Under the two-tier prime rate 
system adopted early this year 
the prime rate for smaller busi­ 
nesses is one to two full per 
centage points lower than the 
prime rate for large companies. 
In the long run most interest 
rates are affected by the prime 
rate but their movements up or 
down lag behind it. Some types 
of consumer interest rates such 
as small personal loans, auto­ 
mobile loans and other install­ 
ment loans are the last to 
follow a prime rate rise be­ 
cause these businesses generate 
a substantial part of their own 
funds through monthly instal­ 
ment collections and are not 
highly dependent on general 
banking funds.

Fairfax Sign 
Ordinance Eased 


The Fairfax Design Review 
board last night moved to ease 
the town’s sign ordinance. 
The board recommended that 
the planning commission give 
merchants more time to meet 
requirements of the ordinance, 
reduce the cost of a noncon­ 
forming sign perm it from $10 to 
$5, and set at eight feet the 
clearance required for signs 
overhanging sidewalks, rather 
than the present 10 foot require­ 
ment.

only defensive reactions and 
did not constitute deception. 


The doctor said Bedayan did 
not discuss the day of the m ur­ 
ders, his plans before the mur­ 
ders, or his avoidance of police 
after the killings. The psycholo­ 
gist said such information was 
not important to test results. 


Dr. Soufi, under direct exami­ 
nation Thursday, gave a de­ 
tailed explanation of thought 
processes, told of the testing 
methods he used on Bedayan in 
April while he was in jail and 
gave conclusions concerning his 
mental state at the time of the 
killings. 


Bedayan elected to destroy a 
source of menace to himself 
when he had to decide between 
killing him self or those he 
thought threatened his exist­ 
ence. Dr. Soufi said. 


Bedayan thought he was de­ 
stroying a menacing, vicious, 
supernatural force which was 
threatening him and the entire 
com m unity, the psychologist 
said. 


Dr. Soufi called Bedayan a 
paranoid schizophrenic, citing a 
high degree of delusion in that 
he attributed to physical ob­ 
jects qualities that exist only in 
his mind. Under Cox’s guid­ 
ance, the psychologist said, for 
example, that Bedayan could 
look at a 60-year-old man but 
see. instead, a 17-year-old girl. 


That testimony was intended 
to bolster previous testimony 
by Bedayan’s mother, Marcea, 
who said her son told her to be 
on watch for a 17-year-old girl 
in Mill Valley whom he “ saw” 
at the Schallock home on the 
night of the murders. 


She said her son.told her that 
he did not kill Melvin Schallock,. 
that there was someone else 
involved in the murders and 
that she should watch for the 
mysterious girl. 
Mrs. Bedayan said her son 
also told her of a Mafia plot in 
Mill Valley and said several 
black Cadillacs had been cruis­ 
ing near his home. 
Cox presented reports from 
the Marin Community Mental 
Health Clinic which said four 
days before the killings that 
Bedayan had “ suicidal and 
homicidal potential” . The docu­ 
ment was part of what Mrs. 
Bedayan thought were involun­ 
tary committal proceedings for 
her son. 
A lthough com m itm ent the 
week of the killings was not 
certain, she had arranged an 
appointm ent a t the m ental 
health clinic for her son on 
March 15, the afternoon pre- 
ceeding the murders. 
She said she was told later by 
authorities at the clinic that her 
son had postponed the appoint­ 
ment until Friday. 
Mrs. Bedayan said on cross 
examination by Bales Thurs­ 
day, her son never showed re­ 
morse over the killings and did 
not discuss the Mafia activity 
with her prior to the murders. 
She said he showed no symp 
toms of mental problems while 
a student at Alto-Edna Maguire 
School or T am alpais High 
School but she noticed the 
change in his behavior after he 
b eg an 
ta k in g 
p sychology 
classes at the College of Marin. 
Mrs. Bedayan testified that 
her son had become convinced 
as a result of his psychology 
classes that he was full of 
hostilities which he must vent 
rather than suppress. For ex­ 
ample, she said he hung a tire 
from the chimney and would 
beat it with a hose as an outlet 
for hostility. 
But she expressed more con­ 
cern about his withdrawal from 
family and friends.

Wife's Golf 
Mishap Case 
Tossed Out 


DETROIT (UPI) — In a rare 
case, a jury of five women and 
one man has thrown out a 
woman’s $100,000 dam age suit 
against her husband. 
The woman, Dolores J. Hunt 
of Taylor, sued her husband, 
Malcolm, over a 1971 golfing 
mishap in which Hunt acciden­ 
tally hit her on the head with a 
golf club, causing her to lose 
the sight in her left eye. 
The jury returned a verdict of 
no cause for action.

Hunt 
sought would have come from 
the couple’s insurance policy.

On Agenda 


Whether the Sweetwater bar 
in Mill Valley may continue to 
feature live rock music will be 
discussed Monday at a planning 
commission meeting at 8 p.m. 
at city hall. 
Last week, the Mill Valley 
City Council denied a use per­ 
mit for such music to the Old 
Mill bar. Residents in the down­ 
town area have com plained 
that both bars cause traffic and 
noise and attract many young 
patrons from outside the city. 
According to Robert J. Han­ 
na, associate planner, the com 
mission will discuss whether 
the Sweetwater’s perm it should 
be modified or revoked. 
Also Monday, the commission 
will review Safew ay S tores’ 
proposal to remodel their Miller 
Avenue store and add a car- 
wash and expand a medical 
office complex on the same lot. 
O riginally, the com m ission 
had rejected the carwash plans. 
But their decision was over­ 
turned by the city council and 
returned to the commission for 
more study. 


Rustlers Busier 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 77 
per cent increase in rustling of 
California cattle the past six 
months may force ranchers to 
hire armed guards to protect 
their herds, a top state agricul­ 
ture official says. 


“Cattle producers of the state 
are hopping mad about the big 
losses and are taking steps to 
bring these losses to a halt as 
quickly as possible,” Hans Van 
Nes, chief of the state’s Bureau 
of Livestock Identification, re­ 
ported Thursday. 
Van Ness said rustler arrests 
are up 100 per cent from last 
year. 
Most ranchers are working 
“ closely with their local sher­ 
iffs and the state to obtain 
increased patrols in the affect­ 
ed areas,” he said. “ Vehicles 
will be checked more often and 
some cattlemen may hire per­ 
sons with professional peace 
officer qualifications to guard 
their herds.” 
In the first six months of this 
year there have been 124 “ road­ 
side slaughters,” in which an 


animal is slaughtered on the 
spot it is killed. “They are 
considered ’crimes of opportun­ 
ity,’ but we know they are often 
performed by experienced rus­ 
tler,” Van Nes said. 
He said the 124 figure was up 
77 per cent from the 70 record­ 


ed in the same period last year. 
The total number of lost, 
strayed or stolen cattle in Cali­ 
fornia the first six months of 
this year was 2,701, a 10 per 
cent jump over 1972. 
Van Nes also said that during 
the first six months of this year 
there have been 62 arrests for 
“ grand theft, rustling,” com­ 
pared to 63 for the whole of 1972 
and 45 for all of 1971. 
Beef is a $1 billion a year 


industry in California, and Van 
Nes said to protect it against 
losses, cattlemen should im­ 
prove their security.

Operation Aimed At 


Gl Dissidents O ff 


HEID ELBERG , G erm any 
(UPI) — The U.S. Army today 
dismantled a brand new intel­ 
ligence operation designed to 
keep watch over GI dissidents, 
calling it “ inappropriate” . 


At the same time, an official 
Army statement slapped back 
at critics who have been accus­ 
ing it of illegally tapping civil­ 
ian phones in West Germany 
and denied the Army was per­ 
secuting dissident soldiers. 
‘‘An 8th Infantry- Division do­ 
cument entitled Military Intel­ 
ligence Counter-Dissidence Pro­ 
gram has been rescinded by the 
8th Infantry D ivision," the 
Army said in a statement is­ 
sued Thursday from its Heidel­ 
berg headquarters. 


“The document was deter­ 
mined to be inappropriate, as 
guidance on dissent contained 
in Army regulations is consid­ 
ered sufficient and soldier dis­ 
sent within the command is 
presently at a very low level.” 
The cancellation came two 
days afte r The New York 
Times disclosed the existence 
of the 8th Infantry Division 
directive and quoted portions of 
it in a dispatch. The Times said 
a copy of the unclassified docu­ 
ment had been leaked by a 
m ilitary clerk 
Defending its position in the 
m atter of GI dissents, the Army 
sta te m en t said. "T his head ­ 
quarters is not directing an 


intensified military counterin­ 
telligence program against un­ 
derground activities within the 
United States Army, Europe.” 
But the statem ent said the 
Army was obliged to protect its 
position as a combat-ready bul­ 
wark of North Atlantic Treaty 
(NATO) defenses, adding: 
“ We cannot ignore any possi­ 
ble threat to the safety of the 
command. However, it is mis­ 
leading to characterize our le­ 
gal and legitimate military in­ 
t e l l i g e n c e 
a n d 
c o u n t e r ­ 
intelligence activities, conduct­ 
ed for many years, as aimed at 
soldiers who participate in law­ 
ful dissent. 
“The major concern of com­ 
manders is with unlawful acts, 
such as espionage and sabotage 
to include bombing, arson and 
dam age to equipment,” it said. 
In 1972, bomb attacks upon 
two U.S. Army posts in West 
Germany killed four U.S. serv­ 
icemen and injured 30. A Com­ 
munist revolutionary group 
claimed responsibility for the 
attacks and, police say, all 
leading members of that group 
have since been jailed pending 
trial or under court sentence.

It asked that Nixon respond 
within 20 days, the normal time 
limit for a private citizen, but 
one-third the time allowed for a 
government agency. TTie com­ 
mittee suit named Nixon as 
both President and as an indi­ 
vidual. 
The com m ittee action fol­ 
lowed by two days a White 
House response to a similar suit 
filed by Special Prosecutor Ar­ 
chibald Cox, contending that 
releasing the tapes and papers 
would i r r e p a r a b l y d m a g e 
needed presidential secrecy and 
that neither Congress nor the 
courts have the power to force 
the President to release docu­ 
ments. 
Committee lawyers followed 
Cox’s lead and argued that 
w hatever claim of privilege 
Nixon made for the tapes was 
invalidated by his having let 
H.R. H aldem an, his form er 
chief of staff, listen to two of 
them after he no longer worked 
for the government. 
The com m ittee subpoenaed 
the tapes and documents July 
23 after testimony from former 
White House aide Alexander P. 
Butterfield that Nixon’s conver­ 
sations in the Oval Office and 
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the Executive Office Building 
were taped. 


Nixon wrote committee chair­ 
man Sen. Sam J. Ervin, DN.C., 
that he would not surrender the 
tapes but would consider “ spe­ 
cific requests” for documents. 
The suit said Nixon’s refusal 
was ‘‘unlaw ful, unw arranted, 
and in breach of his legal duty 
to respond to and to comply 
with such subpoenas.”

Body Count Could Reach 
30 In Texas Sex Killings 


HOUSTON (UPI) - Police 
found two more bodies today 
buried in three-foot-deep graves 
in an East Texas pine forest, 
raising to 21 the number of 
murder victims — all believed 
young boys who were tortured, 
sexually abused and killed by a 
bachelor electrician and two 
teen-aged “ assistants.” 
The first two bodies found 
today were dug up near Broad- 
dus, Tex., on the shores of Lake 
Sara Rayburn 125 miles north of 
Houston. 
Sheriff John Hoyt of San Au­ 
gustine County said the two 
bodies found at the lake had 
been buried for “ about six 
weeks.” They were wrapped in 
clear, plastic bags and covered 
with lime — like most of the 
other victims discovered over 
the past three days. 
One of the two teen-agers 
accused in the killings told po­ 
lice Thursday they will find 
about 30 bodies. If so, it would 
be the worst mass murder in 
U.S. history. 
Police unearthed 17 bodies 
under a boat shed in southwest 
Houston. Two more were found 
Thursday night near those 
found today. “ They are all 
within about a 600-yard rad­ 
ius." Hoyt said. The search 
went on for more bodies. 
Elmer Wayne Henley, 17, was 
charged today at San Augus­ 
tine, Tex., with four counts of 
murder. Justice of the Peace C. 
A. Renfro set bond at $100,000 
on each count. 
Police said they intend to 
take Henley to High Island near 
Galveston. Tex., where he said 
more bodies were buried in the 
series of sex murders over the 
past three years. 
Another youth. David Brooks. 
18. has confessed to police that 
he was involved in the slayings. 
He was questioned by Houston 
police today. 
Henley, dressed in a gray 
jump suit and hiding his face in 
his hands, told a bizarre tale as 
he leaned against a patrol car 
at the lake today. 
The story involved two teen­ 
agers—Henley and Brooks— 
who came from broken homes 
and hung around with Dean 
Corll, 33. an older man who 
they thought of as a substitute 
father. Henley said Corll was a 
homosexual. 
“ Dean decided he wanted to 
have sex with them, kill them 
and then he brought them out 
here." Henley said of the lake 
victims. “ Corrll’s parents have 
a place out here. He said the 
boat shed was getting full (of 
bodies).” 
Henley said Corll told him he 
had killed “ about 24” youths. 
And the youth said the older 
man offered to pay him money 
to bring him young boys. 
“ He offered to pay me $200 as 
a beginning price. He paid me 
some of that," Henley said, 
talking frantically, his speech 
coming in short bursts. 
“ I met Dean through David 
Brooks I feel pretty grotesque. 
I 
almost 
cracked 
several 
times," he said of the three- 
year ordeal of murder and sad­ 
ism. “ I didn't feel I was going 
to be able to hold my sanity 
much longer.” 
And of the mothers, fathers 
and other relatives of the vic­ 
tims, Henley said: 
“ I owe these people this 
much — to let them know about 
their boys." 
Police learned of the killings 
early Wednesday when Henley 
killed Corll at a paint sniffing 
sex party. Henley called police 
after he killed his friend

Brooks was apprehended and 
said he took part in some of the 
killings.

"He has admitted to several 
of the murders, along with Hen­ 
ley and Corll," Police Lt. Breck 
Porter said of Brooks 
"He 
admitted taking part in practi­ 
cally all of the killings over a 
three-year period ” 
In 1969 Corll rented the boat 
stall where the 17 bodies were 
found 
All the victims found buried 
in stall No. 11 were believed to 
be teen age boys. Porter said 
Corll “ never messed with any­ 
thing but boys ” 
Some of the victims were 
buried in bathing suits. Some 
were naked. One youngster was 
dressed in a gold shirt Another 
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wore blue trousers. The 10th 
victim unearthed had a cord 
pulled tight around his neck. 
“ This guy must have spent 
half his time digging graves,” 
Homicide Detective Larry 
Earls said. "This whole floor is 
covered with bones." 
Henley said he and Corll were 
very close friends, and Henley’s 
mother said. “ Dean treated 
Wayne like a son and Wayne 
loved him like a father. He ate 
Easter dinner with us. He 
worked on my car. 
“ He loved to play with the 
kids." 
Alton Brooks, David’s father, 
said he hardly knew his son. 
“ I had no idea the boy had a 
problem of any kind.” he said 
“ The boy and I have not been 
around each other in a number 
of years. I really don't know 
how you would describe him. 
He seemed a quiet boy, not 
aggressive in any way." 
The most murders by one 
person in modern U.S. history 
involved the bodies of 25 farm 
hands found buried in a Califor­ 
nia farm along the Feather 
River in 1971 Juan Corona was 
convicted of the killings earlier 
this year and sentenced to life

Brown Hits Charges 
Of His Mishandling 
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Novato City Mgr. Charles A. 
Brown, under fire for his han­ 
dling of the resignation of Po­ 
lice Chief Allen V. Klemme, 
today rejected charges that he 
did not act decisively in the 
case. 


In a three-page statement, 
Brown also blamed “ imprecise 
reporting" in the press for the 
b arrag e of criticism leveled 
against him over the Klemme 
affair. 


Brown also revealed in the 
statem ent that Klemme was not 
his first choice for chief when 
he was hired in March 1970. 
The city manager said he had 
favored a Southern California 
candidate “ who presented a 
more firm and more technical 
approach to law enforcement.” 
But since the council obviously 
favored Klemme, Brown said 
he went along and recommend 
ed his appointment since he 
"considered the two candidates 
equal." 
Chief Klemme left the depart 
ment July 21 amid allegations 
by police officers of miscon 
duct. A citizens group has 
charged Brown with mismanag­ 
ing the case and called for his 
ouster. 
“The uproar that ensued, in 
my opinion, need not have oc­ 
curred,” the city manager said. 
“ Very little of it would have 
occurred had it not been for 
im patience on the part of 
some" and “ imprecise report­ 
ing by the press which caused 
frustration, distrust and bitter­ 
ness within the police depart­ 
ment.” 
Brown also charged that local 
newspapers were determined to 
“ make a Watergate out of an 
administrative problem which 
had been resolved." 
In answer to accusations that 
the city manager waited too 
long to ask the chief to leave 
and so intensified turmoil in the 
department, Brown contended 
that he had acted properly. 
He admitted being “ unaware 
of the developing problem 
which existed between the men 
of the departm ent and the 
chief." Yet, once the matter 
was brought to his attention in 
late November, Brown said, he 
investigated the situation thor­ 
oughly in December and Janu­ 
ary and discussed the problems 
with Klemme in February. 


All-Evert Net 
Final Looms; 
Sharon Beaten 


CINCINNATI (UPIi - There 
may be an all-Evert final round 
in the $75,000 Western Tennis 
C h am p io n sh ip s as S haron 
Walsh of San Rafael, who might 
have prevented it, fell by the 
wayside.

Jeanne’s more famous sister 
Chris, also of Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., walloped Isabel Feman 
dez of Colombia, 6-2, 6-1, to 
move into the semis opposite 
unseeded liana Kloss of South 
Africa. 
Defending m en's cham pion 
Jimmy Connors of Belleville, 
111., joined seven others in the 
quarter-finals with a 6-2, 6-1 
triumph Thursday night over 
Australia’s Dick Crealy. 


“ I totally reject the charge 
that I did not act decisively 
during those three months," he 
said, adding that he thought he 
was justified “ in attempting to 
salvage (Klemme's) career that 
spanned 20 years without blem­ 
ish.” 


Brown also said he had done 
the right thing by “ not yielding 
to demands that he (Klemme) 
should be terminated forthwith. 
He said many of the allegations 
of the chief’s misconduct could 
not be “ resolved conclusively 
inasmuch as they boil down to 
one word against another." 
During the three m onths. 
Brown reported the chief was 
aware of his precarious position 
and knew “that I had developed 
serious questions about his 
leadership ability and that his 
future with the departm ent was 
in jeopardy." 
He said he made many ef­ 
forts to understand the. chief’s 
position and determine whether 
he could regain his authority 
over his dissatisfied men. 
When it became clear that 
Klemme could no longer be an 
effective chief. Brown said he 
and the chief “ mutually agreed 
that he (Klemmel should seek 
employment elsewhere and pre­ 
pare to submit his resignation." 
Brown explained his reluct­ 
ance to rush into dismissal pro­ 
ceedings by saying the chief 
had done a good job for two 
years and made many improve­ 
ments within the department. 
The city m anager did not 
reply to the earlier complaints 
about his handling of the m at­ 
ter, he said, because he did not 
consider it ethical to debate his 
performance since “ I am re­ 
sponsible to the council and it 
was fully informed on the situa­ 
tion.” 
But with Klemme gone and a 
new chief — John C. Coleman 
—appointed, Brown thought it 
was time to speak up on the 
m atter “ so the general public 
can make up its own mind, free 
from the emotionalism which 
has been fanned so heatedly 
during the past four months." 


Extra Jail Days 
Given For Pot

after they pleaded guilty to 
charges of possessing m ari­ 
juana in jail. 
Edward John Bonadeo, 25, of 
Greenbrae, and

The 15-day term s will be add­ 
ed to term s the two already are 
serving. Bonadeo is serving six 
months for burglary, and Van 
Horn three months for driving 
without a license and violating 
probation.

"ThePlaceToBuy 
A Muse System" 
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Revolt Against Bolinas 
Sewage Disposal System 


A revolt against the cost of a 
$1.6 m illion sew age disposal 
system planned for Bolinas sur­ 
faced Thursday with the circu­ 
lation of petitions which could 
force a referendum on the pur­ 
chase of a 95-acre property 
slated to be the site of the 
sewage treatm ent ponds. 


Author of the petitions is C. 
L. Feusier, a Bolinas resident 
since 1947, and retired account­ 
ant. He said chief aim is to 
persuade or force directors of 
the Bolinas Community Public 
Utilities District to cut acreage 
for the sewer site back to 52 
acres, and thus eliminate park 
or open space features, which 
he claims add unnecessary cost 
to the project. 
In addition, the petitions ask 
that any state or federal grants 
received as reim bursement for 
district funds already spent on 
planning the sewage facilities 
be used for “expansion and 
improvement of our water sup­ 
ply and distribution system ” 
instead of on land payments. 


The utility board authorized a 
$250,000 contract for purchase 
of the 95-acre Sharon property 
adjoining Mesa and Overlook 
roads on July 2. It approved a 
$1,684,000 estim ate for the en­ 
tire system Aug. 1, in applica­ 
tion for the state grant. 


The petitions ask the district 
board to “fund only a mini­ 
mum-cost sewer disposal plant 
installation” and not to pur­ 
chase “extra land for other 
purposes which would increase 
m aterially our yearly mainte­ 
nance and operation costs.” 
Under provisions of the state 
Public Utilities District Act, 
Feusier said, the utility board 
must either reduce the sewer 
site to 52 acres, or put the 
question to voters in a referen­ 
dum. providing the petitions 
are witnessed by at least 10 per 
cent of the number of voters 
casting ballots in the last gub­ 
ernatorial election. 
According to the county elec­ 
tions office, 367 Bolinas resi­ 
dents voted in the 1970 gover­ 


nor’s race. Feusier said he thus 
needs only 37 signatures to 
force board action or an elec­ 
tion, but added that at least six 
property owners are circulating 
the petitions with the intent of 
getting a sizable number of 
supporters. 


R ecalling the 1971 revolt 
against an $8.1 million sewage 
project for both Bolinas and 
Stinson Beach, Feusier charged 
that the present board is re­ 
peating a history of runaway 
costs. 
Feusier, who was appointed 
by the utility board as a citizen 
member of this year’s budget 
committee, said he favored a 
return to the 1972 plan which 
ranged up to $724,500 in costs 
that were predicated on a 52- 
acre site. 
Annual costs of operating the 
$1.6 million facility, including 
maintenance, gardening in the 
park area and amortization of 
debt, would be in the neighbor­ 
hood of $60,000 to $70,000 per 
year, he asserted.

The $1.6 million project in­ 
cludes five treatm ent ponds on 
the Bolinas-Mesa site, a pump­ 
ing station downtown, and re­ 
placement of deteriorating sew­ 
er lines.

Niman has repeatedly stated 
that federal and state grants 
will cover 87 per cent of the 
project cost. 
Feusier, however, responded 
“ whether you get the money 
locally, from the state, or na­ 
tionally, it’s still squandering 
taxpayers’ money. TTie cost of 
operating such a huge installa­ 
tion is far beyond what Botinas 
people can afford.”

FHA authority to grant low 
interest loans to would-be hom- 
ebuyers expired June 30. 


The interim measure signed 
by Nixon and cleared by Con­ 
gress a week ago is designed to 
provide more time for the 
White House to reach agree­ 
ment with the House and Sen­ 
ate on a bill to extend the 
FHA’s authority to make such 
loans until next June 30. 


The boost in the FHA's maxi­ 
mum interest rate had been 
expected. Housing Secretary 
James T. Lynn, whose depart­ 
ment includes the FHA, said 
July 5 that he intended to raise 
the rate as soon as the FHA’s 
lending authority was restored. 
Under the new bill, FHA also 
gets renewal of its authority to 
insure loans for home improve­ 
ments and mobile homes. 
The bill that would extend 
FHA’s authority for a full year 
has been stalled in Congress 
because of two amendments 
which House and Senate nego­ 
tiators believe would precipi­ 
tate a presidential veto. 
One amendment, sponsored 
by Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., would force the adminis­ 
tration to spend money for sub­ 
sidized housing programs which 
Nixon suspended to hold down 
government spending. 
The other, by Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson III, D-Hl., would re­ 
quire the government to finance 
repairs on homes which passed 
FHA appraisal. 
The Stevenson amendment 
was modified by congressional 
conferees to require the funds 
to be paid directly on the repair 
so that a recipient could not 
spend it for something else.

Meat Scarcity, High Prices 
A Test Of Chef's Abilities 


Conditions that have given 
cause to the saying that “ Amer­ 
icans are the most overfed peo­ 
ple in the world” may be in for 
a change. 


They could be accompanied 
by increased pain in the pocket- 
book if not in the stomach 


But many restaurant owners, 
while voicing concern over high 
prices and fixxi shortages, are 


s t i l l hoping for the best Next 
week should begin to tell the 
story, which may vary from 
eating place to eating place. 
Some restaurateurs have man­ 
aged to order and stock ahead, 
but it’s an advantage that is 
likely to be short lived. 


The real test as to whether 
they are able to survive or go 
out of business will rest in their 
adaptability to new conditions 
and in their kitchens. Those 
that have specialized heavily in 
beef dishes, for example, will 
be hit hard if they cannot sub­ 
stitute. And chefs who have 
been trained in working with a 
variety of dishes and making 
them attractive to customers 
will be in their glory. 


That menus are in for a 
change is certain. But it will be 
on the left side as well as in the 
price column. In fact, there 


may be so many changes on a 
day-to-day basis it may be im­ 
practical to keep marking off 
items and adding others. Spe­ 
cialties, as particular foods be­ 
come more available than oth­ 
ers, 
will be 
the thing. The 
average restaurant goer will 
have to adjust his eating out 
habits. 


It could happen 
If it does, 
tag along with the experienced 
chefs. Among them, good bets 
will bo those trained in Europe 
and those who have had to go 
through this before — who had 
to practice their profession dur­ 
ing World War II. for example. 


There are several of the lat­ 
ter in Marin One who comes to 
rnrnd at the moment is Bernard 
Epstein at I-e Tonneau in Corte 
Madera. Born in Germany and 
trained in France, he is adept 
at making the most of what is 
at hand as well as producing 
those dishes of long tradition. 


In fact, he has already start­ 
ed 
His Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday night $3.95 com 
plete dinners are much in de­ 
mand There is no real telling 
ahead of time what these spe­ 
cials will be. Bernard is a "food 
opportunist” and decisions are 
often made at the last moment. 
It’s one way to put out a

complete dinner these days at 
that figure. May it last. 


He is not inclined to be overa- 
larmed about what lies ahead. 
“ If there is no beef,” he said. 
“ I'll use veal or lamb or chick­ 
en or sweetbreads. If there are 
none of these and nothing else 
comes along I can still turn out 
some pretty good omelets.” (I’ll 
testify to that and you’ll find 
them on his lunch menu). He’s 
bound that I,e Tonneau will 
continue to serve good food. 


ONE OF THE MOST undis­ 
turbed restaurateurs on this 
subject is law Sabella, whose 
family’s seafood restaurant in 
Southern Marin is filling up its 
tables nightly and he is talking 
about having still another place 
in Sonoma County. 
"You have to rem em ber,” 
says Lou. "that the price rise 
on seafoods started four years 
ago and the increase has been 


more than anything you’ve seen 
recently. If there is any doubt, 
just take lobster tails, abalone 
and crabmeat. Higher prices 
are nothing new to us. While we 
may have to raise them again 
on items in short supply, there 
are many that should continue 
with little if any change.” 


The $3.95 com plete fam ily 
dinner is nothing new to Sabel- 
la’s, of course, and this has 
long been a favorite of its 
customers. There are plans now 
to increase the number of en­ 
tree choices to about 10, proba­ 
bly including red snapper and 
sole and whatever can be pur­ 
chased reasonably. 


In seafoods, the fresh catches 
off the coast are the best buys. 


Lou reports that wholesalers 
have informed him beef will 
will be available (at a price) but 
may not necessarily carry the 
same quality guarantee as be­ 
fore. "If it doesn’t measure up. 
we simply won’t offer it,” he 
said. 


He sees the present food situ­ 
ation as a challenge to restau­ 
rants — a time when they must 
find new ways to provide appe­ 
tizing dishes at reasonable 
prices until those priced out of 
sight subside. 


"F or some time now we’ve 
been doing it," he commented, 
"and we expect to continue." 


U P IN NOVATO, Pete and 
Doris Lind have just returned 
from a Hawaiian holiday, so it 
is apparent that they have not 
been gravely concerned about 
the weeks ahead and will take 
all problems in their stride.

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SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
m ajor m easure designed tc 
ease projected energy short­ 
ages in California narrowly has 
cleared the Assembly amid pre 
dictions 
of 
brownouts ano 
blackouts in the state within a 
few years. 
The controversial bill by As­ 
semblyman Charles Warren, D- 
Los Angeles, would establish a 
new five-member state com­ 
m ission and conduct experi­ 
ments ot increase the efficiency 
of electrical products. 
A new state tax on electricity 
wo(Ud be imposed on state tax­ 
payers, generating about $31 
million annually for the com­ 
mission’s activities. The tax, .2 
m3 per kilowatt hour, would 
cost the average homeowner 
about $3 and industries would 
pay proportionately more 
The bill (AB1575) was sent to 
the Senate Thursday on a 41-31 
vote, the minimum margin nec­ 
essary. 
Stiff opposition to the bill is 
coming from several large utili­ 
ty companies and General Elec­ 
tric Co., one of the largest 
builders 
of 
nuclear power 
plants. The companies contend 
the bill would make construc­ 
tion of new power plants even 
more difficult than it is now 
The bill is based on the recent 
Rand Corp report which rec­ 
ommended that the state should 
spend more time trying to con­ 
serve energy by increasing effi­ 
ciency and less on building new 
power plants to meet ever-in­ 
creasing energy demands. 
The measure attempts to con­ 
solidate planning of develop­ 
ment of energy sources in one 
agency and encourage new 
methods to reduce electrical 
use through increased efficien­ 
cy of products ranging from 
electric toothbrushes to wash­ 
ing machines. 
The proposed Energy Re­ 
sources Conservation and De­ 
velopment Commission would 
spend most of the $31 million 
for research and development. 
The com m ission would be 
composed of an economist, a 
lawyer, an ecologist, a member 
of the public and a scientist. 
None of the members could be 
connected with utility compa­ 
nies. 


It would be the only agency in 
the state to decide the siting of 
nuclear power plants. Current­ 
ly, a maze of local and state 
agencies m ust approve the 
plants in addition to the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 
However, citizens still could 
block proposed projects by fil­ 
ing lawsuits, which could take 
years to settle.

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Gas Chamber 
Revival Seen 
By Moretti 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - A 
death penalty bill will be enact­ 
ed before the Legislature ad­ 
journs next week, but it won't 
bo the broad bill passed by the 
Senate. Assembly Speaker Bob 
Moretti predicted Thursday. 


However, Atty. Gen. Evelle 
Younger, a leading backer of 
death penalty legislation, 
warned that amendments re­ 
stricting the death penalty 
eould antagonize both foes and 
supporters of capitol punish 
ment 


Younger said he is worried 
that the Assembly Criminal 
‘ ; 
Justice Committee, which is 
scheduled to vote next Tuesday 
on the death penalty, might 
eliminate the killing of a police 
officer from crimes which 
would be subject to a mandato­ 
ry death penalty 


If that happens. Younger 
’ "i 
said, the bill 
‘‘will satisfy no jpg 
one’’ and will force death penal­ 
ty foes to 
circulate another j if , 
initiative to enact the penalty. 
Moretti predicted in a Capitol 
news conference that “ the 
chances are better than even at 
this point” that a death penalty 
bill will be approved by the 
Criminal Justice Committee 
and then anacted by the full 
Assembly 
Moretti, a foe of the death 
penalty, is the Democratic chief 
of the Assembly. He predicted 
there “ will be some amend­ 
ments” to the Senate-passed 
measure by Sen. George Deuk 
mejian, R Long Beach. But he j 
said he didn't know what those 
amendments might be 
Currently the death penalty is 
all-but-totally abolished in Cali­ 
fornia because only four rare 
crimes 
are 
punishable by 
death 
treason to the state, 
perjury leading to the death of 
another, murder by a life-term 
convict and train wrecking that 
causes serious injury. 
The major offences the Deuk- 
mejian bill would add to the 
mandatory’ death penalty list 
are murder of a peace officer 
and murder by hired killers. 
A 1972 U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling permits the death penal­ 
ty only in conditions where 
mandatory penalties are for 
specific crimes. 
Younger, who followed Moret 
ti's appearance with his own 
news conference, said of Moret­ 
ti 
“ I think he probably can 
determine if a bill gets out" 
and what amendments will be 
made. 
Younger said he had heard 
that the committee was consid­ 
ering striking the provisions of 
the Deukmejian bill which re­ 
quire mandatory death penal­ 
ties for persons who kill a 
police officer 
Younger also disagreed with 
Morettl's statement that the 
Deukmejian bill could be made 
more restrictive

GUIDES VOLUNTEERS 
Creates Marin Mann 
Play Areas 


By PAT B.ALMES 
“ All my projects are with the 
make playgrounds is so they 
community, with people who 
volunteer to work weekends,” 
said playground designer Jay 
Beckwith of Sausalito. 
The artist designs play com­ 
plexes, procures materials and 
supervises volunteer unskilled 
labor 
He builds his typical 
playground with volunteers in 
four weekends for about $1,000. 
His fee is one third to one- 
fourth of the cost, he said 
His compensation has kept 
him “at poverty level,” he said, 
until recently when he received 
$96,000 in revenue sharing funds 
to use to build 17 playgrounds 
in San Francisco with volunteer 
laborers from each community 
Strolling around his new play 
equipment at 
Marin Country 
Day School in Corte Madera, 
Beckwith said he is suspicious 
of buildings whose frames are 
underground His bolted-timber 
structure, set on a bed of sand, 
is portable. 
Like all his playgrounds, the 
equipment is in a contiguous 
complex. 
” 1 do not think that children 
play on equipment as much as 
thev play with each other," 
Beckwith explained 


A FORM ER toy designer, 
Beckwith pointed out his tire- 
walk, cargo net, flagpole, hori­ 
zontal and vertical ladders for 
eye-foot coordination, slides 
wide enough for climbers-up 
and sliders-down simultaneous­ 
ly and high tim bers to clamber 
around on. 
“ Playgrounds that look safe 
arc not. It is the dangerous 
looking ones that kids look out 
for.” Beckwith remarked. 
“ If you give the kid more 
options, that is the last trouble 
you have," he said A variety of 
equipment will give children 
more options so they will not 
play king of the m ountain, 
struggling over one slide, he 
believes. 
Last spring Beckwith spoke 
to the MODS board members 
and “ got them making draw­ 
ings. all kinds of stuff.” He 
in teg rated those ideas in a 
sketch, not an arch itectu ral 
drawing, he said. 
“ We ordered the lumber and 
we winged it. creating it at the 
site,” he said. 
More women than men volun­ 
teered and half the men did not 
know anything about building, 
he said. 
“The reason I teach people to 


would not need me anymore I 
have been trying to teach wom­ 
en to build," Beckwith said 


HE DIVIDES women from 
men workers; generally they do 
not work well together, he has 
found 
The women end up 
standing around because the 
men say, “ Step aside. I'll show 
you how,” said the artist. 
While boys are building tree 
houses, girls are playing with 
dolls, he pointed out. Women do 
not know how to ask how to use 
a hammer Men do not commu­ 
nicate the skill; they have a low 
patience level for specific in 
structions, he said 
“ When I work with some­ 
body, I teach them I don’t say. 
‘Come on Hit the nail.’ 1 say, 
‘Hold the ham m er back a little. 
The reason the nails bend is 
that you are not holding the 
ham m er face at right angles to 
the nail." 
The ham m er is the end of a 
whip which begins in the back 
Any 
woman 
in 
reasonable 
health could use any of the tools 
of carpentry. They only have to 
learn to use them right, he said 
Books are in the library on 
how to use tools; get as much 
out of the book as you can, he 
advises Find somebody who is 
willing to teach you about spe­ 
cific skills. Start out watching 
them work; do not ask any 
questions until you have gone 
quite a way studying, he ad­ 
vised. 


IN MARIN, Beckwith built 
p la y g ro u n d s at B eginning 
School in Marin City, Park and 
AlttvEdna Maguire schools and 
Children’s Cultural Center of 
Marin in Mill Valley 
He has playgrounds in the 
making in Pacifica and South 
San Francisco, and is in the 
planning stages with five differ­ 
ent groups including Belveron 
residents in Tiburon. 
Another group is women who 
want to build a playground at 
their new condominium apart­ 
ments in Corte Madera. 
“ It was absolutely predicta­ 
ble there would be a high popu­ 
lation of young children without 
day care.

The French Footwear Feder­ 
ation said this week that some 
m akers of the costly shoes 
gracing luxury shops on Fifth 
Avenue and other fashion cen­ 
ters are in trouble. 
One reason, shoe industry of­ 
ficials said, is that the once-rich 
U S. market can no longer can 
afford to buy many high-priced 
French imports with devalued 
dollars 
Moreover, the delicate shoes 
worn in the high fashion salon 
collections are running up 
against competition from Ital­ 
ian shoes. 
The Italian lira is as shaky as 
the dollar, which means Italian 
exports cost no more to Ameri­ 
cans. and 
Italian production 
costs much less than French 


IN THE TOWN of Romans, 
for centuries the center of de­ 
luxe French shoe-making, the 
Amoux Salamander factory an­ 
nounced it is closing 
Another factory in the town, 
S e d u c ta -C h a rle s 
J o u rd a n , 
which is 75 per cent owned by 
the 
American firm Genesco, 
laid off 78 of its 1,300 workers. 


“ The deluxe market mainly 
is in the dollar zone and it is 
troubled because of the dollar 
devaluation and the floating 
Italian lira," said Bernard Ca- 
laque, director of the economics 
department of the French Foo­ 
twear Federation 


“The prices of French deluxe 
shoes now are very high for 
U.S. 
im p o rters,’’ 
he 
said 
“ There has been at least a 25 
per cent drop in deluxe shoe 
orders in France." 


CALAQUE SAID medium and 
law priced shoe exports were 
not affected 
The deluxe shoe industry, 
about 20 factories, is only one 
per cent of France’s entire shoe 
ndustry but it is the corner­ 
stone and pace setter. 
A third headache for the 
French elegant shoe market— 
and all shoe makers—is the 
price of leather. Officials said 
the price soared 100 per cent in 
1972.

When he comes home from 
the hospital, the baby’s eyes 
may have some white or yellow 
discharge caused by irritation 
from the medicine that was put 
in at birth This should clear up 
within five or six days and 
should not get much worse al 
any time. If it does get worse or 
lasts more than a week, get 
medical advice promptly. 


In passing through the birth 
canal, his head may become 
molded into a peculiar shape. It 
will become more normal in the 
first several weeks of life. 
Body fluid may accumulate 
under part of the skin of the 
scalp causing a firm, spongy 
lump or “ caput.” This will dis­ 
appear in a few weeks. Blood 
may accumulate on the surface 
of one of the bones of the skull, 
causing a soft squashy “ cepha- 
lohem atom a.” This kind of 
lump may take several months 
to disappear com pletely. A 
child who always lies on one 
side of his head may show 
flattening and loss of hair on 
that part of his head This, too, 
will disappear as he grows old 
er None of these “ abnormali­ 
ties" will cause any problems 
later in the child’s life. 
The stump of the umbilical 
cord, which is cut at birth, 
usually falls off by the fifth to 
ninth day The naval then often 
shows a slight oozing or bleed­ 
ing for a few days. If it does, 
clean it once or twice a day 
with soap and water or with 
alcohol. Bleeding or oozing that 
lasts more than two or three 
days after the cord falls off 
should be brought to the atten­ 
tion of a doctor. 
Older brothers and sisters are 
often jealous of the time that 


you spend with a new baby. Try 
to find some time to give each 
of them special attention. Don't 
be surprised if a child between 
age 2 and 5 starts sucking his 
thumb, wetting his pants or 
asking for bottles or drapers in 
imitation of a new baby. He is 
simply seeking attention. Give 
him as much as you can of the 
attention he wants, but don't 
encourage him to return to 
baby-like habits. A child older 
than 3*4 or 4 years can usually 
understand the arrival of a new 
baby and can help you take 
care of him. 
Children between the ages of 
1 and 34 years should never be 
left alone with the baby. They 
are too young to understand the 
baby. They may pick him up, 
drop him, squeeze him too 
hard, sit on him, put dangerous 
things in his mouth or crib or 
hurt him with tools, utensils or 
furniture. This is not because 
they are “ bad” but because 
they are naturally jealous of 
the new arrival Give them the 
individual attention they need, 
let them help you and the baby 
in whatever way they can when 
you are with the baby, and 
never leave them alone with the 
baby.

Page two continues, “ But 
VD can catch you and kill you.” 
Even with today’s supposed status of sexual 
enlightenment, venereal disease rates contin­ 
ue to rise, and far too many young people 
continue to be painfully naive about VD. 
Many of today’s youngsters are sexually 
active at a much earlier age. 
Sex is openly discussed and 
loudly heralded as the greatest 
contemporary invention. These 
youngsters say they are not 
hung up with the senseless inhi­ 
bitions of their parents. 
Still, “ scoring” is one thing — 
it’s chic to be sexually experi­ 
enced. A case of the “ clap" is 
something else altogether No­ 
body wants to admit to having 
VD to his peers and certainly 
not to his parents. 
Venereal disease services and 
awareness programs are great­ 
ly needed. Young people must 
become aware of the facts. 
The knowledgeable may find 
them simplistic, but they bear 
repeating: 
1. Sexual contact is the only 
way you can get VD. 
2 Visible signs do not always 
appear in those who have VD. 
3. Both gonorrhea and syphi­ 
lis can be cured. 
4 Treatment for VD will not 
keep you from getting it again. 
5. Use of birth control pills 
increases a woman’s chances of 
getting VD. 
6. Using a condom will re­ 
duce (not eliminate) a man’s 
chances of getting or spreading 
VD 
7 Medical treatment is nec- 


love is 


essary; VD is not a home reme­ 
dy disease. 
In the inner cities where 
black youngsters relate to such 
concepts as “ Power to the Peo­ 
ple," it should be understood 
that “ knowledge about health is 
power to the people." Young 
people must accept an adult 
responsibility for their own 
health if they are going to 
engage in adult sexual prac­ 
tices 
They must demonstrate 
the degree of value they place 
on their friends and peers by 
being actively aware of vener­ 
eal disease 
Black teen-agers are tremen­ 
dously concerned about black 
genocide (prim arily at the 
hands of the white man), but if 
they don’t know the facts about 
VD they may be guilty of com­ 
mitting black genocide. VD can 
cause insanity, sterility, paraly- 
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. . . introducing her 
as your bride after 
30 years of m ar­ 
riage. 
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sis, blindness, heart disease 
and ultimately death. And it 
can be passed on to our chil­ 
dren Syphilis is no legacy. 


Information about VD, confi­ 
dential examinations and treat­ 
ment are available through 
many county health agencies as 
well as private free clinics. 
A ddresses of these clinics 
should 
be posted in every 
school, recreation facility, any­ 
where young people frequent.

DALLAS — The acquisition of 
60 of the finest pieces of pre- 
Columbian art known, catapults 
the Dallas Museum of Fine Arts 
into prom inence in the field of 
Meso-American cultures. 
A well guarded secret (“ We 
are not at liberty to divulge 
w here and from whom the 
pieces were bought” ) and the 
union of two foundations, the 
McDermott and the Algur H. 
Meadows, led to this coup 
The m useum already had an 
im pressive pre-Columbian col­ 
lection. Started 30 years ago as 
s ta tio n - w a g o n - a r t" 
w ith 
friends of the museum bringing 
artifacts they either had exca­ 
vated them selves or bought at 
the excavation sites, the collec­ 
tion 
had grown through the 
years grouped and exquisitely- 
d isp lay ed around the g re a t 
T laloe, 
the ra in god “ who 
makes things grow .” The huge 
ceram ic head and his two ac- 
colyte frogs were found togeth 
<*r and dom inate the m useum 's 
main pre-Columbian gallery. 
Thirteen cultures of ancient 
Mexico, ranging in date from 
the first great Meso-Amriean 
culture, the Olmec, 1000 B.C., to 
the last, the Aztec, A.D 
1500, 
are represented in the new ac­ 
quisition. 
The strength of the new addi­ 
tion is in Olmec culture and 
blends beautifully with the m u­ 
seum 's present collection. But 
what links every period of the 
new acquisition m ore than their 
chronological order is the hu­ 
m an. m oving q u a lity of its 
pieces. They speak to the heart 
as much as to the scholar: 
The two seated terra-cotta 
figures, gossiping behind the 
half-raised hand, legs nonchal­ 
antly crossed over ankle; the 
seated m an and woman, arm s 
entwined after a hard day's 
work, 
whose faces have the 
strength and serenity of some 
of M illet’s peasants; the stand­ 
ing fem ale figure whose round­ 
ed forms and whimsical face 
recall W indblad's porcelain fig­ 
u re s; 
the se a te d m an with 
black-and-white turban, whose 
shell 
eyes gaze at the world 
with detachm ent 
The outstanding piece of the 
Olmec period is a white jade 
m ask 
How 
has 
it 
been 
bleached? No one knows With 
the full, m assive look of a bitter 
Roman C aesar it was fully hol­ 
lowed in the back, including the 
nose and could have been worn 
in 
cerem onial 
rites 
Another 
extraordinary m ask, this one in 
stone, 
is of Teotihucan 
art. 
which gave us the Pyram ids of 
the Sun and Moon outside of 
Mexico City. The incredible im ­ 
pact of the m ask is still there in 
spite of the fact its slit eyes 
have lost their jade and the 
mouth its enam el teeth 
The Olmec section is mostly- 
m ade of large stone pieces and 
ceram ics, but there are a num ­ 
ber of sm aller figurines in jade 
and hard stone probably intend­ 
ed for an offertory cache, and 
several pendant ornam ents in 
the shape of legendary’ anim als 
They are fashioned and deli­ 
cately carved in the blue-green 
jade favored by the Olmec over 
the bright green jade adm ired 
by the Maya. 
Closely related to the Olmec 
are several pro-classic pieces

fish with his mouth open, a 
greenstone round monkey head 
w ith hollow ed in n er circled 
eyes, and a seated fem ale fig­ 
ure from X ochipala in the 
present state of G uerrere. A 
single representation of the Za- 
topec culture is included in a 
figure bowl of the Monte Alban 
period Surrounded by lush foli­ 
age, a wounded w arrior is in­ 
cised in a ceram ic cylindric 
vase. 
The Mayan are lavishly rep­ 
resented with ceram ic vessels, 
jade pieces and three sm all 
pendants in the form of heads, 
each approached in an entirely 
different style: An acrobat with 
his feet over his head, a flat 
p e c tra l o rn am en t show ing a

The most recent piece in the 
acquisition is a standing figure 
of Xipe, 
the God of Spring, 
dated AD 1400-1500. This Aztec 
piece is unique in that it shows 
in the bent arm the four holes 
where it was tied back together 
after it was broken and re­

craftsm an The figure still re­ 
tains the red coloring on the 
body of the “ im personator.” 
Spring coming out of its w inter 
skin: the maillot-like skin was 
laced in the front and back, the 
m ask face is ready to fall off

DALLAS — The acquisition of 


HO of the finest pieces of pre- 
Columbian art known, catapults 
the Dallas Museum of Fine Arts 
into prom inence in the field of 
M eso-American cultures. 
A well guarded secret (“ We 
are not at liberty to divulge 
w here and from whom the 
pieces w ere bought") and the 
union of two foundations, the 
McDermott and the Algur H. 
Meadows, led to this coup 
The museum already had an 
im pressive pre-Columbian col­ 
lection. S tarted .30 years ago as 
s ta tio n - w a g o n - a r t" 
w ith 
friends of the museum bringing 
artifacts they either had exca­ 
vated them selves or bought at 
the excavation sites, the collec­ 
tion 
had grown through the 
years grouped and exquisitely 
disp lay ed around the g re a t 
T laloc, the rain god “ who 
makes things grow " The huge 
ceram ic head and his two ae- 
colyte frogs were found togeth­ 
er and dom inate the m useum 's 
main pre-Columbian gallery. 
Thirteen cultures of ancient 
Mexico, ranging in date from 
the first great Meso-Amrican 
culture, the Olmec. 1000 B.C., to 
the last, the Aztec. A.D 
1500, 
are represented in the new ac­ 
quisition. 
The strength of the new addi­ 
tion is in Olmec culture and 
blends beautifully with the m u­ 
seum ’s present collection. But 
what links every period of the 
new acquisition more than their 
chronological order is the hu­ 
m an. m oving q u ality of its 
pieces. They speak to the heart 
as much as to the scholar: 
The two seated terra-cotta 
figures, gossiping behind the 
half-raised hand, legs nonchal­ 
antly crossed over ankle; the 
seated m an and woman, arm s 
entwined after a hard day’s 
work, 
whose faces have the 
strength and serenity of some 
of M illet's peasants; the stand­ 
ing fem ale figure whose round­ 
ed form s and whimsical face 
recall W indblad's porcelain fig­ 
u res; 
the seate d m an with 
black-and w'hite turban, whose 
shell 
eyes gaze at the world 
with detachm ent 
The outstanding piece of the 
Olmec period is a white jade 
m ask 
How

bleached’’ No one knows With 
the full, m assive look of a bitter 
Homan C aesar it was fully hol­ 
lowed in the back, including the 
nose and could have been worn 
in 
cerem onial 
rites 
Another 
extraordinary m ask, this one in 
stone, 
is of Teotihucan 
art, 
which gave us the Pyram ids of 
the Sun and Moon outside of 
Mexico City. The incredible im­ 
pact of the m ask is still there in 
>pite of the fact its slit eyes 
have lost their jade and the 
mouth its enam el teeth 
The Olmec section is mostly 
made of large stone pieces and 
ceram ics, but there are a num ­ 
ber of sm aller figurines in jade 
and hard stone probably intend­ 
ed for an offertory cache, and 
several pendant ornam ents in 
the shape of legendary anim als. 
They are fashioned and deli­ 
cately carved in the blue-green 
jade favored by the Olmec over 
the bright green jade adm ired 
by the Maya.

Wilderness Land 
Supported For Oil 


WASHINGTON (UPIi - A 
special federal-state commis­ 
sion recommended Thursday 75 
per cent of 80 million acres of 
federally-owned wilderness in 
Alaska be opened for oil, gas 
and other mineral drilling and 
mining 
But the Federal-State Land 
Use Planning Commission, in a 
report filed with Interior Secre­ 
tary Rogers C. B Morton, said 
any mineral resources explora­ 
tion and development should be* 
allowed only under permits and 
leases, with adequate environ­ 
mental safeguards. 
Some of the 60 million acres 
the commission recommended 
for mineral development over­ 
lapped with nearly 41 million 
acres the panel said should be 
set aside for primary use of 
water foul preserves, fish and 
wildlife habitats, recreation or 
archeological or other scientific 
study. 
The commission’s recommen­ 
dations dealt with federal lands 
that comprise 19 per cent of 
Alaska 
The lands, scattered 
over various parts of the state, 
do not include 90 million acres 
uf federal land already set 
aside for parks, wild life ref­ 
uges, military preserves and 
other public uses. 
Nor do they include 103 mil­ 
lion acres of federal land the 
state of Alaska is entitled to 
under the 1959 act making it a 
state, or the 42 million acres 
Eskimos and other native peo­ 
ple can claim under the Alaska 
Native Claims Act 
Morton has until Dec. 18 to 
make his recommendations to 
Congress on what should be 
done with the federal wilder­ 
ness areas, which range from 
remote mountains to arctic ice 
fields and includes wild rivers. 
The petroleum and mineral 
industries on one side and envi­ 
ronmental groups on the other 
form 
the extremities of the 
interests lobbying Morton and 
Congress on uses of the land, 
comprising the largest tract of 
wilderness 
The 80 million acres does not 
cover the North Slope oil fields 
or the route of the proposed 
trans Alaskan pipeline that will 
bring oil to Valdez, on the 
southern coast But Interior De­ 
partment officials said the land 
is known or suspected to con 
tain vast mineral resources, in 
many cases in some of the most 
scenic spots. 
Some options open to Morton 
in his recommendations include 
parks, wildlife refuges and for 
est preserves Or he could pro­ 
pose leaving the land in the 


general public domain, opening 
it up to homesteading or selling 
it to private interests. 
.Another option would be to 
open some of the land to the 
state of Alaska, which so far 
has selected 63 million of its 103 
million acres, or to the Alaska 
natives, who have not made 
any selections. 
The commission, which held 
numerous public hearings on 
the subject, conceded that one 
of its main problems was to 
strike a balance between re­ 
sources development and envi­ 
ronmental and scenic preserva­ 
tion. 
It said it also had to recog­ 
nize the rights of natives and 
other persons living mostly off 
the land Therefore, it said all 
80 million acres would remain 
open to hunting and fishing. 
Of the 60 million acres pro­ 
posed for mineral development, 
the commission said 2.68 mil­ 
lion acres should be limited to 
oil and gas extraction

It will be possible, promises 
the nascent Marin Community 
Video Association, to watch a 
running account of the issues 
and events surrounding the at­ 
tempt to recall the mayor and 
two city councilmen in Corte 
Madera over Community An­ 
tenna Television (CATV) — or 
Cable TV 


This Corte Madera coverage, 
which will be the first, and 
others to follow will be brought 
to the citizens of Marin County 
by the citizens of Marin County, 
say members of the Marin vid­ 
eo group. 


“ Every place should have 
public access television, every 
place will have public access 
television and we will have it 
here,” said Gerald Pearlman, a 
member of the ad hoc executive 
committee of the community 
video association. 
Pearlman, 39, once produced 
community-oriented 
programs 
broadcast over cable TV in 
Canada. A resident of Muir 
Beach, he is a former director 
of the community services dis­ 
trict there. In 1968, he helped 
produce an award-winning film 
account of the events during the 
Democratic convention in Chi­ 
cago. 
The Federal Communications 
Commission has agreed with 
Pearlman. Last year it ruled 
that all cable TV companies in 
the top 100 markets — practi­ 
cally the entire U.S. — make at 
least one public access channel 
available by 1977 for the free 
use of the community. 
Although local cablecasters 
are not legally bound to provide 
public access for four more 
years, Televue Systems, the 
largest cable TV company in 
the county with 35,000 subscri­ 
bers, has indicated that it will 
provide some air time before 
the Corte Madera recall elec­ 
tion Sept. 18. 
If it does, the Corte Madera 
shows — following a scenario 
written by a part-time reporter, 
Barbara Boxer —will include 
the history of the controversy, 
discussions with shopping cen­ 
ter developers and their oppo­ 
nents who sparked the recall 
vote, plus man on the street 
interviews intended to provide 
a barometer of local feeling. 
Tentative plans are for two 
programs, about an hour long, 
Sept. 16 and 17, the two days 
before the recall vote.

R o s s Council Set 
Rules Eyed 
In Belvedere To Purchase Land 


A set of amendments de­ 
signed to tighten up Belvedere 
zoning ordinances has been ap­ 
proved by the city planning 
commission and referred to the 
city council. 
City Mgr. William L. Cavalli 
said the council will discuss the 
changes at a special meeting 
Aug. 28. 
The changes adopted by the 
commission Wednesday incor­ 
porate suggestions by the con­ 
sulting firm of Livingston and 
Blayney in their Belvedere 
planning study, completed in 
November 1971. 
According to Cavalli, the ma­ 
jor change is one which outlaws 
building on substandard lots 
belonging to home owners with 
adjacent land. 
The revisions would also cre­ 
ate two new zones, open space 
and cove multiple dwelling 
zones. The latter would differ 
from the regular multiple-fami­ 
ly dwelling zone in that it would 
allow professional offices, 
churches, club buildings and 
apartment offices with a use 
permit. 
Height limits for structures 
would be reduced from 42 to 36 
in the multiple zone and from 
32 to 28 feet in all other zones 
There are also changes limit­ 
ing the amount of land covered 
by buildings, setting minimum 
lot sizes for various sized apart­ 
ment houses, and changing the 
length of sideyard setbacks

The Ross Town Council decid­ 
ed Thursday night that $66,250 
is a fair price for a 1.7-acre 
parcel of land near the post 
office and agreed to purchase it 
for a park.

against improper sexual behav­ 
ior, and Marin has no right to 
pass an antinudity ordinance if 
the state Legislature has not.

Deputy Dist. Atty. Girard R. 
Corteau challenged Hurvich’s 
contention that state law al­ 
ready has preempted the field 
of nudity laws. “ Nudity per se 
does not involve obscenity, 
lewdness or sexual activity," he 
said. Since nudity doesn't equal 
sex, there is room for both for 
state laws against im proper 
sexual behavior and a county 
ordinance forbidding nudity, he 
said 
"If nudity isn’t a sexual ac­ 
tivity,” asked Judge Smallman, 
“what is it? Why did the board 
of supervisor, pass an ordi­ 
nance against it? Why do pep- 
ple get uptight about it?” 
“ Because,” Corteau replied, 
“ People frown on it. They don’t 
approve of it.’’ 
Failure to keep nudes away 
from public beaches means 
“ you’re telling people they 
can't use a certain beach if 
they don’t want to be offended 
by people cavorting in the 
nude.” 
Hurvich took a different point 
of view: “Under Mr Corteau’s 
version, there is no place for 
the nudes. A large segment of 
♦lie population is being deprived 
of equal protection of the law.” 
The state, he said, allows 
room for everyone to do what 
he wants “ Little Beach (near 
Muir Beach, where three of the 


eight were arrested) has tradi­ 
tionally been a place where 
nudes could go.” 
The alleged vagueness of the

The five persons arrested on 
Bolinas Beach actually were on 
private property, which is not 
covered by the county ordi­ 
nance, which mentions “public 
lands,” the attorney contended.

Members envision a central 
studio office with cameras, ed­ 
iting equipment and a tape 
library or resource center. 
Plans are for four satellite bu­ 
reaus, probably in Novato, San 
Rafael, Corte Madera and Ma­ 
rin City. 


The bureaus will be essential­ 
ly storefront operations manned 
by a community person the 
association will train. It will be 
equipped with a portapak outfit, 
which consists of a handheld 
camera and videotape recorder 
that is carried with the aid of a 
shoulder harness. The equip­ 
ment sells for about $1,500, 
putting it within reach of 
schools, churches and commu­ 
nity groups. 


Once established, its mem­ 
bers say, the association will 
produce education program s, 
community rap sessions, pro­ 
grams for the elderly, docu­ 
mentaries, news shows and pro­ 
grams that will be a showcase 
for local musicians, artists and 
craftsmen. 
“ For example,” said Pearl­ 
man, “ not everyone can play 
clubs like the Lion’s Share. 
Consequently a lot of talent in 
this county withers on the vine 
and dies. When we get this 
thing going, people can come 
and play and sing or dance and 
do what they want to do.” 
Pearlman estimates that it 
will take more than $100,000 to 
get the association established 
and going on a full-time basis. 
The object of it all, he says, is 
to bring the attention of citizens 
home by providing decent infor­ 
mation about local issues that 
concern them. The association 
also will provide the medium 
for people to participate in their 
community and to get their 
views heard. 
“That’s what public access is, 
information. And information,” 
according to Pearlman, “is en­ 
ergy.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
ugly, whiskered catfish, intro­ 
duced into California waters in 
1874, has reached a new peak of 
popularity. 
Beef shortages and threats of 
soaring prices have turned the 
consumer to possible new meat 
substitutes and leading the list, 
according to the state Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game, is the 
catfish. 
Ralph “ C a tfish ” Young, 
spokesman for the department 
who works out of Long Beach, 
attributes the new, surging in­ 
terest in catfish to its easy 
catchability and wide availabil­ 
ity across the state. 
The state spent about $275,000 
m catfish programs last year, 
stocking Southern California 
waters with half a million., 
yearling fish. Smaller ones also 
were planted throughout North 
ern and Central California. 
There is a tremendous inter­ 
est in catfish,” Young said 
“We've had quite a few inquir­ 
ies about where to catch them 
and requests for a free catfish 
recipe booklet are running 
about 300 a day.” 
Young advises that the cat­ 
fish, distinguished from other 
fish by its smooth, scaleless 
body and eight long whiskers, 
can be taken on ordinary or 
even the crudest of tackle He 
suggests such baits as macker­ 
el, live bluegills, minnows.

Two of Young’s favorite reci­ 
pes are Mother Hubbard's Se­ 
cret and The Colonel’s Favor­ 
ite. 
The ingredients for Mother 
Hubbard’s Secret are: 3 pounds 
skinned catfish fillets, 1 gallon 
water, 1 cup salt, Vfc cup beer or 
ale. 4 cup prepared mustard, 2 
cloves finely minced garlic, 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce, 
V* teaspoon liquid hot pepper 
sauce, Ms cup toasted sesame

To put it all together add salt 
to water and stir until dis­ 
solved. Pour brine over fish and 


let stand for 30 minutes. Re­ 
move fish from brine and dry. 
Combine beer, mustard, garlic, 
W orcestershire sauce, liquid 
hot pepper sauce, 
cup se­ 
same seeds and parsley, dip 
fish in mustard mixture and 
sprinkle with remaining V4 cup 
sesam e seeds and paprika. 
Place on well greased grill in­ 
side smoke oven. Cook in a 
very slow oven at 250 degrees 
for one hour or until fish flakes 
easly when tested with a fork.

Mass Seafood Poisoning Can 
Be Frightening Aboard Ship 


We know what happened recently when food 
poisoning broke out on a cruise ship. Before 
World War II, a similar outbreak occurred on 
one of our Navy cruisers The ship was in the 
English Channel when more than half the 
crew developed nausea, vomiting, abdominal 
cramps, and severe diarrhea. 
There were not enough heads or hospital 
facilities to handle the emergency. Since it 
was a nice, warm, sunny day. the victims 
were helped to the deck where they could lie 
down and receive medication as

IT W.AS A MESS, but there 
was nothing else to do. At the 
height of the emergency, the 
men were helpless due to se­ 
vere prostration and dehydra­ 
tion. Had we been at war, the 
cruiser would have been at the 
mercy of the enemy 
The incidents were recalled 
when I read about an epidemic 
of ciguatera poisoning that de­ 
veloped in 24 or 25 crew mem­ 
bers aboard a Brazilian cargo 
ship bound for Mobile, Ala. 
This is one of the most com­ 
mon forms of fish poisoning in 
Caribbean waters. Oddly, it is 
caused by fish that are consid­ 
ered excellent foods elsewhere. 
The list includes sea bass, grou­ 
per, barracuda, and snapper It 
is not known why these fish are 
toxic after living in certain 
waters 
ACCORDING TO the report, 
symptoms developed from 30 
minutes to six hours after 
lunch. The victims developed 
severe prostration, vomiting, 
dizziness, muscle aching, and 
joint pains in the extremities. 
Tingling and burning of the 
tongue, dryness of the mouth, 
abdominal pam, and profuse 
watery diarrhea also ensued 
The toxic material in the fish 
also affected the nervous sys­ 
tem, because some developed 
numbness around the eyes and 
seven had brief periods of tran­ 
sient blindness, or blurred vi­ 
sion. When the ship arrived in 
Mobile, 20 of the crew members 
were hospitalized 
All recov­ 
ered within four days. 
The lunch consisted of barra­ 
cuda stew with cocoa, beans, 
rice, soup, and bread and but­ 
ter. The only person who did 
not get sick was a crewman 
who had not eaten the stew.

THE SMOG CRISIS 
Expert Says Statesman Needed 


The Christian Science Monitor 
News Service 
PASADENA - Just a hint of 
that old Dutch accent creeps in 
as Arie Jan Haagen Smit ex­ 
plains. cajoles, reminisces, and 
predicts. 


As usual, he’s talking smog, 
discussing the long, challeng­ 
ing. and frustrating battle he 
has waged against air pollution 
— and the gestures flow with 
the words. 
Dr Haagen-Smit, who recent­ 
ly amnounced his retirement as 
chairman of California’s pi­ 
oneering Air Resources Board, 
put it in these words 
"I never was lobbying for the 
job 1 had So now I can go to 
the Governor (Ronald Reagan) 
and say the job needs a differ­ 
ent kind of general — someone 
with different qualifications 
“ Now we need a statesman, 
someone who can get all the 
important forces to do some­ 
thing they don't really want to 
do ” 
A professor emeritus of bio 
organic chemistry. Dr Haagen- 
Snut has been associated with 


California Institute of Technolo 
gy since 1937 His background 
in research — in quest of plant 
substances called essential 
(odorous) oils — led him. fortui­ 
tously. into the struggle against 
smog. 
The Netherlands-born che­ 
mist was the first to correctly 
point out the true nature and 
source for the Los Angeles 
area’s notorious photochemical 
smog. His discovery took place 
immediately after World War 
II 
“ I was on a scientific com­ 
mittee of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce,” he 
said “ We discussed the prob­ 
lem of plant damage, as re­ 
quested by the chamber’s agri­ 
culture committee.” 
After months of discussion, 
Dr Haagen-Smit says, “ I final­ 
ly wrote a little letter asking: 
‘If we want to know what’s in 
.‘he air. why don’t we measure 
if>' Since nobody did it, and 
since I'd just finished a project 
on pineapple odor and had all 
this equipment stored. 1 did it. 
"What I got was honest-to- 


goodness condensed smog. It- 
turned out to be an abundant 
amount of hydrocarbon materi­ 
als that could only have come 
from gasoline So I drew the 
conclusion that this came from 
gasoline by oxidation in air. 
“ I also found high-oxidant, 
high ozone content. At first, I 
didn’t want to believe this, 
since the books say ozone is 
absent from cities.” 
However, an experim ent 
prompted by a colleague, Dr. 
E. C. Bradley, retired vice- 
president for chemical research 
of the Union 
Rubber Co., 
clinched it. 
“ I showed him my work,” 
Dr. Haagen-Smit said. “ Then 


we put some experimental rub­ 
ber out in the sunlight and his 
rubber went to pot. 
“ I had guessed right. It was a 
very satisfying thing, even 
though I didn’t particularly 
want to publish it. I didn’t want 
to be drawn into this (smog) 
thing It wasn’t my field, and I 
have a strong sense of who’s 
competent and who isn't. I ’d 
already marched a little out of 
my field by getting into photo­ 
chemistry.” 
What Dr. Haagen-Smit had 
discovered was the intricate 
photo-chemical reaction among 
pollutants that takes place to 
build Los Angeles' particularly 
unpleasant type of smog. It’s a 


reaction series that works best 
in what southern California is 
best known for — bright, sunny 
days. 
Soon after making this dis­ 
covery, however, he was per­ 
suaded by friends and col­ 
leagues to take a leave of 
absence from Caltech and work 
solely on smog. 
The result, at least early on. 
was best described by Dr. 
James Bonner, a fellow faculty 
member 
“ One little story. When Haa- 
gy showed that it was hydrocar­ 
bons that made smog, the oil 
companies got together to 
prove that this was not true. 


“ They — in the form of the 
Western Oil & Gas Association 
— hired the Stanford Research 
Institute to prove that he was 
wrong. They tried to hang smog 
on sulfur dioxide (SQ2). S02 was 
abolished from the Los Angeles 
Basin. Smog got worse. 
“ Western Oil & Gas Associa 
tion flunked. Haagen-Smit re­ 
ceived an ‘A.’ ” 
Other studies, also aimed at 
disproving or at least testing 
his ideas, finally confirmed his 
work, “ and this was a very 
important point for me,” Dr. 
Haagen-Smit says. “ I was vin­ 
dicated.” 
His entry into chemistry 


seems almost natural, although 
he said he found very little 
interest in the field as a stu­ 
dent. 
“ I was born in Utrecht, a 
small town in the center of the 
Netherlands, where my father 
was chief chemist at the Royal 
Mint. Watching the pouring of 
molten gold and silver was a 
common occurrence, and my 
two sisters and I used to play 
hide-and-seek between stacks of 
gold and silver bars ” 
In 1918, he left high school 
with top grades in science and 
took up the study of chemistry 
at the University of Utrecht. 
“ Even though my preference 


was in mathematics, the job 
opportunities in this field were 
too limited and the chemical 
education seemed more pru 
dent.” he adds While inorganic 
chemistry “ didn’t appeal to me, 
organic chemistry showed an 
orderly 
structure 
which 
I 
liked.” 


This took him into studies of 
plant substances, including a 
peculiar fatty oil from a tree 
that grows in Indonesia. The 
compounds found are related to 
the active principle of poison 
ivy, poison oak, and Chinese 
lacquer.

Miller Sees Trouble Ahead For 2 PGA Leaders 


CLEVELAND (UPI) - If 
Johnny Miller is to be believed, 
then co-leaders Don Iverson 
and A1 Geiberger will hit trou­ 
ble today in the second round of 
the Professional Golfers’ Asso­ 
ciation Championship. 


Iverson and Geiberger, mak­ 
ing the most of the easy condi­ 
tions which prevailed Thursday 
m orning, 
had 
hot 
putting 
rounds and finished with four- 
under par 67s over the rolling 
6,852-yard, par 36-35-71 Canter­ 
bury Golf Club layout. 


Miller, the 26-year-old U.S. 


Open champion, went out late 
and like most of the other big 
names who followed, had trou­ 
ble matching par on the back 
nine. He shot a one-over 72 
after making a trio of bogeys 
between the 14th and 16th. 


Unhappy about the way the 
greens played during the after­ 
noon on Thursday, Miller said: 
“ You watch, those guys who 
shot under par will have trouble 
when they go out late Friday. 


“ Hitting on the greens is like 
hitting on a table,” Miller said. 
"They watered the perimeter 


and the front edge of the greens 
and I think that’s unfair. That’s 
tricking the course up.” 


Miller, not one given to mak­ 
ing excuses and bucking au­ 
thority, continued: “ It’s not fair 
and I don’t care if the PGA 
knows about it.” 


Course Superintendent Bill 
B u rd ick re je c te d M ille r’s 
charge. 


“ There was uniform watering 
of the greens. It’s just the wind 
dried out the back and higher 
spots," he said 
Iverson’s only victory to date 


was in a satellite event, while 
the 35-year-old Geiberger has 
gone winJess since taking the 
PGA in 1966. 
The starting order was re­ 
versed for today’s round with 
the low 70 and ties suriviving 
until Saturday’s third round 
Bob Dickson, only the third 
man to win the U.S. and British 
Amateur titles in the same 
year, was at 69 along with Mike 
Hill, the tempestuous Dave’s 
younger brother, and veteran 
Mason Rudolph, who came out 
of a sick bed to fire five 
straight birdies on the back 


nine which he completed in a 
four-under 31. 
Tournam ent favorite Tom 
W eiskopf, who adm itted to 
“ feeling pressure,” was at 70 
where he was joined by former 
British and U.S. Open champi­ 
on Tony Jacklin; ’69 PGA win 
ner Ray Floyd, and outsiders 
Don Bies, Gibby Gilbert and 
Bobby Brue, a club pro. 
Bruce Crampton, the tour's 
leading money winner, was one 
of 10 men grouped at 71, while 
Jack Nicklaus joined Miller at 
72 along with nine others. 
Two Ryder Cup players and 


champions in other years, Ar­ 
nold Palm er and Lee Trevino, 
buried their chances with 76s. 


W eiskopf, feeling unaccus­ 
tomed pressure after winning 
five tournaments, including the 
British Open, in his last nine 
starts, said he could have used 
a little help from his putter 


But generally he was satis­ 
fied with his round 


“ I played excellent golf, espe­ 
cially early in the round, but I 
found the greens surprisingly 
slow and left a lot of putts 
short," he said. 


N icklaus started in g reat 
style when he canned a 40- 
footer at the first bole “ but 
after that I could not get the 
ball close to the hole,” he said. 
Big Jack, who has missed out 
on m ajor honors since last 
year’s British Open, was not too 
discouraged with his opening 
round 
“ I like the pattern I 
played if not the result. I’m 
swinging good, something I’ve 
not done recently." 
Nicklaus said he suffered sev­ 
eral bad lies. “ I landed in the 
rough at the par 5s and had to 
use four and six irons to get 


out. That’s got to be pretty 
bad.” 
Defending cham pion G ary 
Player was unable to keep a 
wayward driver under control 
and finished with a 73 where he 
was joined by several others 
The 148-man field had to con­ 
tend with hot. humid weather 
with the tem perature in the 90s. 
A wind got up late in the 
afternoon and there was a 
threat of rain in the air when 
the last threesome trooped into 
the clubhouse, which should 
make conditions slightly easier 
today 


'WE GOT SPOILED' 
Manager Fox Assesses 
Giants' Batting Slump 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
When a club gets only 12 runs 
and 31 hits in six games it 
shouldn’t come as any surprise 
when four of the six decisions 
wind up as losses 
That’s what has happened to 
the San Francisco Giants since 
last Friday, and as of the mo­ 
ment Manager Charlie Fox is 
ready to pull out his hair. 
“ I guess we got spoiled 
around here by all that hitting 
earlier in the season,” Fox said 
T hursday afte r his 
G iants 
dropped a 5-3 decision to the 
stre a k in g M ontreal E xpos. 
“ Maybe we aren’t as good as 
we looked before but we should 
be able to hit better than we 
have in the last week 
"Frankly, I don’t know what 
to do except ride it out and 
hope things get better." 
Fox’ last statement sounded 
more like a concession than one 
of hope. 
"With the kind of pitching we 
been getting lately we should 
have a winmng streak going," 
Fox said. 
“ Instead, 
we are 
going the other way Managing 
is not as easy as it looks but the 
toughest part is when the team 
doesn't hit, especially a team 
like ours with so many good 
hitters on it. There are times 
when I feel like grabbing a bat 
and going up there myself, and 
hell I never was that good a 
hitter.” 
Mike Torrez and Mike Mar­ 
shall com bined to hold the 
Giants to seven hits—their high 
in a week. What hurt, though, 
was a bounce to short by Gary 
Matthews with the bases loaded 
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and two out in the first and a 
strikeout by Ed Goodson in the 
seventh with two on and two 
out 
“ When we were going good,” 
Fox reminisced, “ in both those 
situations we would have gotten 
a hit. The shame of it now is 
that our pitching is sound and 
most of it is going down the 
drain.” 
Two-run homers by Jim Lyt- 
tle and Ken Singleton netted the 
Expos, now in second place in 
the N.L. East, four quick runs 
off Giants' starter Jim Barr (9- 
11) and it proved too big a 
margin to overcome, although 
Don Cam thers, Jim Willoughby 


and Don McMahon combined to 
hold Montreal to two hits and 
one run from the third on. 
Bobby Bonds hit his 31st hom­ 
er and a sacrifice fly to account 
for two San Francisco runs and 
Chris Speier’s single drove in

The Fox-Lasorda Fight: Good

Elias Sosa, their 23-year-old 
sinkerballer from the Domini­ 
can Republic, mopped up for 
the Giants in that game Lasor­ 
da knows Sosa well 
“ He has a reputation for com­ 
ing too close to our hitters,” 
says the Dodgers’ coach. "Not 
only up here, but also doura in 
Santo Domingo where I had a 
lotta Dodger players last win­ 
ter 1 don’t know where he gets 
this, from (Juan) Mariehal or 
somebody else, but I remember 
him doing the same thing when 
be was pitching for the Eseogi 
do club and I was managing 


Licey. 
Anyway, he threw a 
couple pitches under Messer- 
sm ith’s chin Friday. 
Now it’s a day later, Satur­ 
day. 
The Giants are taking batting 
practice. Charlie Fox is leaning 
on the batting cage watching 
his hitters when he happens to 
notice Tom Lasorda walking 
by. 
“ What are you getting on my 
pitchers for?” says Fox. 
“ Because he’s throwing at too 
many of our players," answers 
Lasorda, meaning Sosa. 
“ Don’t get on him again,” 
snaps Fox 
" I’ll get on him any time I 
want," snaps back Lasorda 
Meanwhile, Lasorda notices 
Mike Sadek, one of the Giants' 
catchers, standing on the other 
side of the batting cage. Sadek 
is a good friend of Lasorda s 
even though he works for the 
hated Giants 
“ Where were you when both 
team s came charging out last 
night?” Lasorda asks Sadek. “ I 
was looking for you. ” 
“ Why d idn’t you look for 
m e?” cuts in Fox. 
“ B ecause you’re too o ld ,’’ 
says Lasorda. 
" I ’m still young enough to 
whip you real quick,” Fox says 
"Then come on,” says Lasor­ 
da 
Charlie Fox accepts the invi­ 


tation, the two got at it for less 
than a minute before the whole 
thing is broken up and from 
there on the accounts of the 
“ battle” differ. 
Lasorda s version goes this 
way: 


“ I'd have to say it was a 
u n an im o u s d e c isio n , th re e 
punches to none I threw a left 
to the mid-section, a right cross 
to the head and another left to 
the mid-section. Charlie never 
touched me. Never laid a glove 
on me. All I was trying to do 
was protect my players, and I 
think Charlie was doing the 
same thing. You gotta admire 
him for that.”

How 
could you judge who won or 
lost? It was too short a contest, 
all over in .‘JO seconds.

L asorda, 
pound for 
pound baseball's modest an­ 
swer to George Foreman, kept 
his great fighting reputation 
intact against Charlie Fox. 
Charie Fox didn't do that 
badly either by taking on La­ 
sorda The Giants had been in a 
bit of a slump before the skir­ 
mish They had dropped five on 
their last seven, and you’d be 
surprised how something like 
what Fox did can wake up a 
ball club. The Giants won Sat 
urday's contest, 3-2, in 10 in­ 
nings. Tito Fuentes’ homer did 
it, and guess who was the 
winning pitcher? Elias Sosa. 
If there’s ever a next time 
though, there is something Tom 
Lasorda should know about 
Charlie Fox. 
Charlie Fox m ?nt a little easy 
on him. He didn’t show him 
everything he has One of those 
things is a black belt.

Over Responsibility For Watergate 


WASHINGTON — In the play 
Anna 
and the King of Siam." the King is 
always remarking. "It's a puzzlement'" 
In the witness box before the Enin 
committee. H R 
Haldeman ended his 
testimony by saying, as if brooding 
aloud, that as of that moment he couldn't 
Nee how Watergate came into being or 
where the responsibility for it must lie 
It really i> not that puzzling 
The 
evidence on the public record already 
seems sufficient to show where in four 
concrete instances the Watergate burgla­ 
ry. the psychiatrist's office break-in and. 
what is even worse, the White House 
coverup could have been stopped 
While it may not yet be possible to see 
where the collective crimes of Watergate 
started, it is possible to see where it 
could have been stopped — if those who 
had the knowledge and power to stop 
them had acted faithfully, fearlessly and 
honorably 


H ERE ARE THE FO l’R instances in 
which those with great power close to the 
President could have said "no" and the 
Watergate monster would almost certain­ 
ly have been sidetracked — instead of 
saying "yes." in the wake of whith so 
much evil and harm to the presidency 
flowed

— When Atty Gen John Mitchell 
failed to instantly fire G Gordon Liddy — 
an employee on the staff of the Commit­ 
tee for the Re-Election of the President 
— when Liddy unfolded his plan to 
burglarize and bug Democratic National 
Committee headquarters — even after, 
as Mitchell claimed, he had twice pre­ 
viously rejected Liddy s plan If Mitchell 
testified truthfully, hadn't Liddy then and 
thereby proved to be unreliable and 
unwilling to follow the orders of the 
attorney generaP 
2 — When John D Ehrlichman. after 
learning of the unauthorized Liddy Hunt 
break in of the l»s Angeles office of 
Daniel Ellsberg s psychiatrist, failed to 
bring about their dismissal There was 


ample cause for it These men were then 
employees at the White House Ehrlich­ 
man testified that the break in was not 
authorized Dr Fielding, the psychiatrist, 
was not charged with violating national 
security or any other crime 
He had 
stolen no classified papers, but Liddy and 
Hunt broke into his office to steal his 
classified papers — papers professionally 
private between doctor and patient 


AFTER THESE TWO failures to act 
decisively, the Watergate monster was on 
the loose. These were two crucial turning 
points. 
3 — But there was another crossing at 
which the worst consequences to the 
President and to the nation could have 
boon halted To me the coverup on the 
part of officials of the administration and 
the Committee for the Re-Election of the 
President was worse than the Watergate 
offenses themselves.

The Siege Of Mason's Neck, 
Habitat Of National Bird 


WASHINGTON — Corregidor. Lenin­ 
grad. Cassino and Khe Sanh have nothing 
on Mason's Neck It has been under seige 
longer than any of them 
It has been 
>haken. but never fallen Now it is under 
assault again, and this could be the 
worst 


Mason's Neck is a peninsula that juts 
into the Potomai River barely 20 miles 
below Wushin »>a. within view of Mount 
Vernon It i- the la>t holdout anywhere 
near the nation's lapital of the nation's 
endangered symbol, the American bald 
eagle \nd that is the kind of information 
that provokes an eloquent shrug from 
Virginia authorities who want to build an 
airport nearby 


Repeatedly over the past decade, resi­ 
dents of the area have combined to stave 
off business interests pressuring the rela­ 
tively undisturbed backwater One devel­ 
oper wanted to convert the neck into a 
ready made city of 20,000 persons 
The area's residents formed a commit­ 
tee and sought help National organiza­ 
tions threw their influence and more 
importantl) their <>se!s behind the pres­ 
ervation effort Tie Nature t'unservancy 
produced $5.9 n.i. 
a to hold ovir ‘too 
acres of marsh and forest until a series 
of connecting parks, historical sites and 
wildlife refuges could be linked together 
to keep the neck un viola ted. 
Then when the concerned groups 
sighed at what seemed victory, another 
attack came from the river side, where 
Maryland dredgers wanted to work close 
to the Virginia shore That would have 
ruined the great marsh around which the 
eagles breed The dredgers were turned 
f 
k. too, after the alarm was sounded 
t .tc eagles seemed safe for awhile 


That 
But such victories never last long 
wa> two-and-one half years ago. 
The other side is at it again, this time 
in the persons of Virginia state airport 
officials and the United States Army. The 
state officials would like to build a major 
airport for private and business planes on 
the property of Fort Belvoir. taking some 
of the load off Washington National 
Airport. A projected t(H) jet and propeller 
flight> a day would use the runway, 
plotted to run inland off a cover barely a 
quarter mile from the eagle sanctuary 
Fort Belvoir, headquarters of the Army 
Engineers, already has one airport about 
a mile away, the other side of U.S. Route 
1 Its approaches run over Army proper 
ty, rather than the neck But apparently 
there is no thought of using it for the 
private air traffic outlet 
In this ease, as in so many, plans have 
tiptoed close to the execution stage be 
fore the public was let in on them 
Meanwhile the state has been negotiat­ 
ing with the Army for final permission to 
proceed — and. unfortunately. Gov Lin- 
wood Holton is an old friend of Mr Nixon 
who has diligently preserved that good 
will in hopes of a f»*deral appointment 
when his term in Richmond expires Thus 
the attackers are wielding a powerful 
new weapon this time 
The siege of Mason's Neck is of con­ 
cern to the whole country, if only because 
it involves the national capital and the 
national bird Further, if the sanctuary is 
breached by this attack, it will tie ironic 
and instructive to all - that it finally 
fell not to the feared private developers, 
but to a sneak attack from a combination 
of state and federal jiower that should 
have tx*en arrayed in its protection

Marin County Transit Dis­ 
trict directors (who double as 
county supervisors) decided 
this week to try to increase the 
district’s tax rate to 25 cents 
per $100 accessed valuation 
next year — five times the 
present limit. 
That 
levy, we understand, 
would product about $2 million 
per year to underwrite bus 
transit within Marin which sup­ 
plements the commute service 
of the Golden Gate Bridge Dis­ 
trict. The bridge district runs 
the local Marin buses under 
contract with the transit dis­ 
trict. 


Two million dollars does not 
sound like an excessive amount 
to subsidize mass transit. Many 
millions have been spent in 
building roads which directly 
or indirectly subsidize bus and 
truck lines and private automo­ 
bile owners. 


BUT AT the same meeting, 
the directors took an opposite 
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tack. While voting to up the tax 
rate to provide a better transit 
system, they also voted to 
meantime cut back on the ex­ 
isting system. 
This will be done by eliminat­ 
ing some of the less-used bus 
schedules. 
No route will be 
eliminated entirely, but service 
will be less frequent on some 
and early morning and late 
evening runs will be cut off 
from others. 
Cutting the service while pro­ 
posing to increase the tax rate 
to enlarge service sounds rath­ 
er self-contradictory. 
The explanation given is that 
present bus patronage falls too 
far short of the cost of operat­ 
ing the in-county buses. The 5- 
cent tax rate fails to make up 


the loss. The district is using up 
a reserve fund it built up for 
several years while it was only 
a “ paper district.” 


Even the reduced service, 
according to Ray W. Foreaker, 
transit district manager (who 
doubles as county director of 
public works), will require 
using some of the reserve fund. 
It will, he said, leave a reserve 
of just under $100,000 at the end 
of the fiscal year. He figures 
that amount of reserve is nec­ 
essary. 


THE FLAW in this arrange­ 
ment is that, by reducing serv­ 
ice, the transit district will 
drive people away from bus use 
— exactly the opposit of the its 
purpose. 


The fact that a particular 
route at a particular time of 
day is not now drawing many 
riders may mean that it is not 
needed. On the other hand, it 
may mean simply that exist­ 
ence of the service is not under­ 
stood widely enough. 


The transit district has done 
little to promote bus use within 
the county, although the bridge 
district has done a good job of 
promoting commute bus use. 
The transit district has not 
even posted schedules at bus 
stops. 


Maybe the trouble is that 
neither the supervisors (who 
double as transit directors) nor 
the public works director (who 
doubles as transit manager) 
know a great deal about mass 
transit operations. 
Marin County Transit Dis­ 
trict should make every effort 
to promote more use of buses. 
Cutting the existing service is 
not likely to promote more use.

THE FIRST ITEM. "California School 
Accounting Manual," is a 140-page direc­ 
tive based on the concept of "Program 
Budgeting": meaning, a grouping of pro 
posed expenditure items according to the 
series of "activities or programs they are 
intended to support." 


That brings up the second item adopted 
by the board: 
"Statement of School 
District Development of Goals and Prior 
ities." Hook that with the accounting 
manual and you come very close to 
something called PPBS (Planning, Pro­ 
gramming and Budgeting System). 


The advocates of PPBS hide behind the 
claim that it is simply designed to get the 
most out of each dollar spent, to make 
the teacher and the administrator ac­ 
countable. In a sense, that is true But 
the central question is 
accountable to 
whom? For what0 


Those who push for PPBS march under 
the flag of "efficiency and cost control." 
They fly a false banner Their true stan­ 
dard is "centralize and conform." It’s not 
just costs they would control — it's kids, 
as well 
Because, when you dig through the 
semantic garbage and the elitist camou 
flage, you get to the nub of PPBS as it 
relates to public education and our kids 
the direction and control of student atti­ 
tudes and behavior. 


IF YOU THINK that summation too 
harsh, take a look at products coming off 
today’s largely "programmed and budg 
eted" education assembly line As Gover­ 
nor Reagan once said " It ’s not that our 
young people don’t know anything, it's 
just that they know so much that isn't 
true ” 
How much more control do those PPBS 
birds want? Right now not more than 10- 
15 per cent of the decisions affecting our 
local schools are made at the district 
level 
The balance are mandated by 
federal and state masters, through the 
allocation of specific funds for specific 
programs, through fastening priorities to 
special grants, and by requiring pre set 
evaluations 


THE HOARD of education, by embrac 
ing those two pre PPBS items as it did. 
moved in the wrong direction It should 
be working to restore and revitalize local 
autonomy Accountability could be more 
properly achieved if the state and federal 
masters would get out of the temple and 
let the districts run their schools. 
Kids, parents, teachers and administra 
tors should not be forced to walk in lock 
step Not if you're building a society of 
free individuals.

He said he personally plans 
money-raising dinners later this 
year in four California cities for 
his potential gubernatorial 
campaign. He is one of the four 
most frequently mentioned con­ 
tenders for the GOP nomination 
next year. 


Younger said the field of po­ 
tential candidates would be nar­ 
rowed if key GOP backers 
would publicly declare who 
they support. But Younger said 
he is not advocating any “ king 
making” effort to pick a single 
candidate. 
Younger said he hopes that 
“ 100 or so" top GOP leaders in 
California will "choose up 
sides" so that prospective can­ 
didates know which are the two 
or three candidates with the 
most support 


" I expect if that process 
takes place. I will be benefi­ 
ciary of a great deal of that 
support," Younger said 


Asked what was wrong with 
four major candidates running 
for the GOP nomination to suc­ 
ceed Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 
Younger replied. 
“ We could, but we would lose 
the general election. There just 
aren't enough resources for 
four candidates.” 
He said the two major prob­ 
lems facing the California Re­ 
publican party are: being out­ 
numbered by a 60-40 ratio in 
voter registration, and being 
short of campaign money be­ 
cause GOP contributors were 
pressured to give so much to 
Nixon’s 1972 campaign 
In addition to Younger, other 
frequently mentioned GOP can­ 
didates for governor are Lt. 
Gov. Ed Reinecke, Controller 
Houston Flournoy and Robert 
Finch, onetime lieutenant gov­ 
ernor and former presidential 
adviser. 
Asked about the possible can­ 


didacy of Caspar Weinberger, 
the Secretary of the U.S. De­ 
partment of Health.

Meanwhile the state has been negotiat­ 
ing with the Army for final perm ission to 
proceed — and. unfortunately. Gov Lin- 
woud Holton is an old friend of Mr Nixon 
who has diligently preserved that good 
will in hopes of a federal appointment

Marin County Transit 
Dis­ 
trict directors (who double as 
county su p ervisors) decided 
this week to try to increase the 
district’s tax rate to 25 cents 
per $100 a c c e s s e d valuation 
next 
year — five times the 
present limit. 


That 
levy, 
we 
understand, 
would product about $2 million 
per 
year 
to 
underwrite 
bus 
transit within Marin which sup­ 
plements the commute service 
of the Golden Gate Bridge Dis­ 
trict. The bridge district runs 
the local Marin buses under 
contract with the transit dis­ 
trict. 


Two million dollars does not 
sound like an excessive amount 
to subsidize mass transit. Many 
millions 
have 
been spent 
in 
building roads which directly 
or indirectly subsidize bus and 
truck lines and private automo­ 
bile owners. 


BUT AT the same meeting, 
the directors took an opposite 
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tack. While voting to up the tax 
rate to provide a better transit 
sy ste m , they also voted to 
meantime cut back on the ex­ 
isting system. 
This will be done by eliminat­ 
ing some of the less-used bus 
schedules. 
No 
route 
will 
be 
eliminated entirely, but service 
will be less frequent on some 
and 
early 
morning and late 
evening runs will be cut off 
from others. 
Cutting the service while pro­ 
posing to increase the tax rate 
to enlarge service sounds rath­ 
er self-contradictory. 
The explanation given is that 
present bus patronage falls too 
far short of the cost of operat­ 
ing the in-county buses. The 5- 
cent tax rate fails to make up 


the loss. The district is using up 
a reserve fund it built up for 
several years while it was only 
a "paper district.” 


Even 
the 
reduced 
service, 
according to Ray W. Foreaker, 
transit district manager (who 
doubles as county director of 
public works), 
will 
require 
using some of the reserve fund. 
It will, he said, leave a reserve 
of just under $100,000 at the end 
of the fiscal year. He figures 
that amount of reserve is nec­ 
essary. 


THE FLAW in this arrange­ 
ment is that, by reducing serv­ 
ice, 
the 
transit 
district 
will 
drive people away from bus use 
— exactly the opposit of the its 
purpose. 


The fact that a particular 
route at a particular time of 
day is not now drawing many 
riders may mean that it is not 
needed. On the other hand, it 
may mean simply that exist­ 
ence of the service is not under­ 
stood widely enough. 


The transit district has done 
little to promote bus use within 
the county, although the bridge 
district has done a good job of 
promoting commute bus use. 
The 
transit 
district 
has 
not 
even posted schedules at bus 
stops. 


Maybe 
the 
trouble 
is that 
neither the 
supervisors (who 
double as transit directors) nor 
the public works director (who 
doubles 
as 
transit 
manager) 
know a great deal about mass 
transit operations. 
Marin County 
Transit 
Dis­ 
trict should make every effort 
to promote more use of buses. 
Cutting the existing service is 
not likely to promote more use

SACRAMENTO (AP) - Re­ 
publicans can’t afford a four­ 
way race for governor next 
year because President Nixon's 
fund raisers milked GOP con­ 
tributors of so much money last 
year, Atty. Gen. Evelle Young­ 
er said Thursday. 
He said he personally plans 
money-raising dinners later this 
year in four California cities for 
his potential gubernatorial 
campaign He is one of the four 
most frequently mentioned con­ 
tenders for the GOP nomination 
next year. 
Younger said the field of po­ 
tential candidates would be nar­ 
rowed if key GOP backers 
would publicly declare who 
they support. But Younger said 
he is not advocating any “ king- 
making" effort to pick a single 
candidate. 
Younger said he hopes that 
“ 100 or so" top GOP leaders in 
California will "choose up 
sides” so that prospective can­ 
didates know which are the two 
or three candidates with the 
most support 


" I expect if that process 
takes place. I will be benefi­ 
ciary of a great deal of that 
support," Younger said 


Asked what was wrong with 
four major candidates running 
for the GOP nomination to suc­ 
ceed Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
Younger replied 
"We could, but we would lose 
the general election. There just 
aren’t enough resources for 
four candidates." 
He said the two major prob­ 
lems facing the California Re­ 
publican party are: being out­ 
numbered by a 60-40 ratio in 
voter registration, and being 
short of campaign money be­ 
cause GOP contributors were 
pressured to give so much to 
Nixon's 1972 campaign 
In addition to Younger, other 
frequently mentioned GOP can­ 
didates for governor are Lt. 
Gov 
Ed Reinecke, Controller 
Houston Flournoy and Robert 
Finch, onetime lieutenant gov­ 
ernor and former presidential 
adviser 
Asked about the possible can­ 


didacy of Caspar Weinberger, 
the Secretary of the U.S. De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare, Younger said 
“ For a variety of reasons. 1

In Back Seat 


ASHEVILLE. N.C. (UPI) - 
The accent is not on youth in 
the formation of a conservative 
new Presbyterian denomina­ 
tion, and women's lib has made 
few converts. 


Virtually all the delegates at 
a planning session that wound 
up here Thursday after three 
days of debate were rrrid- 
dleaged or older, and they laid 
the groundwork for a church 
structure in which women will 
take a back seat. 


The delegates represented 
more than 200 Southern Presby­ 
terian churches that have se­ 
vered their ties to the Presby­ 
terian Church in the U.S., the 
million member southern Pres­ 
byterian body 


They forged the groundwork 
for a new denomination that 
will spurn most of the more 
liberal policies of the present 
mother church, returning to 
what the delegates consider the 
denomination’s basic tenets. 


Four major operating com­ 
mittees of the new group will 
meet in Atlanta Sept. 7-8 to 
make final preparations for the 
Dec. 4 Birmingham, Ala., ses­ 
sion at which the church will 
officially begin 


The delegates adopted a con­ 
stitutional proposal providing 
that all church offices be held 
by men Opposition to ordina­ 
tion of women was one of the 
reasons many of the churches 
dropped out of the Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S. 


The group, which feels it is 
returning to what the Presby­ 
terian church should be, rather 
than forming a new body, also 
provided that title and control 
of church property be left with 
local churches. The group 
adopted the Book of Church 
Order of 1933 of the Presbyteri­ 
an church as its. basic docu 
ment, and the Westminister 
Confession as the foundation of 
its doctrine 


The leaders of the group, 
called the Continuing Presby­ 
terian Church, have opposed 
what they consider a swing to 
liberalism in the church, partic­ 
ularly in stands on abortion, 
premarital sex, ordination of 
women and other social and 
religious matters.

and freely associated as mem­ 
bers of the British Common­ 
wealth of Nations."

Ottawa. 
British officials said when 
Heath made this comment he 
was thinking of the Singapore 
prime minister’s conference in 
1971 when the Asians and black 
leaders slammed him unmerci­ 
fully for his plans to resume 
arms sales to South Africa. 


“ We had the impression that 
:n the last nine days he had 
grown to like the Common­ 
wealth, to which earlier he ap­ 
peared to attach little import­ 
ance," a British correspondent 
wrote from Ottawa. 
Another said: “ Having en­ 
dured sustained Brit-bashing 
and general abuse at the 1971 
Singapore conference, he ar­ 
rived an apprehensive man, 
very much on edge. But things 
have turned out very much 
better than he expected." 
British officials say Heath 
was pleased that this year’s 
Commonwealth conference 
dropped most of the set piece 
speeches of the past and did 
most of its business at small 
private meetings attended only 
by the leaders and one or two 
aides for each. 
Aides say Heath believes 
such free exchanges are worth­ 
while and that he favors hold­ 
ing more such meetings.

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (UPI) 
— Chaudhri Fazal Elahi, candi­ 
date of the ruling Pakistan Peo­ 
ple’s party, was declared Presi­ 
dent-elect of Pakistan today in 
a joint Senate-National Assem­ 


bly session with 139 votes out of 
185. 
Fazal. 69, until recently was 
speaker of the National Assem­ 
bly. 
Opposition candidate Amirza- 
da Khan, of the pro-Moscow 
National Awami Party, polled 
45 votes in the secret ballot. 
One vote was declared invalid, 
and six of the 191 joint house 
members were absent. 
Prime ministerial elections 
are scheduled for this coming 
Sunday, with President Zulfik- 


har Ali Bhutto running as the 
ruling party candidate, an all 
but certain winner. 
Fazal is from the majority 
Punjab province, and Bhutto 
from Sindh. 
Both are scheduled to be 
sworn in Tuesday. 


After this morning’s election 
opposition leader Abdul Wali 
Khan assured the president 
elect of his fullest cooperation 
in the “ restoration of democra 
cy."

Pay Hike Bill 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 
salary of the governor would be 
increased to $60,000 a year and 
California s six other statewide 
officials would get raises aver­ 
aging $8,000 each under a pro­ 
posal by a key legislator. 
The pay raises would take 
effect Jan. 1, 1975 under the 
proposal by Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam Bagley, R-San Rafael. 
Bagley’s bill already has the 
support of at least two candi­ 
dates for governor and backers 
said it will probably be enacted 
by the legislature. 
Three other states pay their 
governors more than Califor­ 
nia’s: New York $85,000, Texas 
$58,500 and New Jersey $50,000. 
(Bagley said the hikes would be 
the first pay raises for top state 
officials since 1971 and would 
average only about 5 per cent a 
year. He said the raises are 
“only a matter of pay equity” 
and if the legislature doesn't 
act before 1975, the consitution 
prohibits raises until 1979. 
Here are the raises proposed 
by Bagley: 
Governor, from $49,100 to 
$60,000 a year. 
Attorney general, from $42, 
500 to $51,155 a year. 
Lieutenant governor, control 
ler, secretary of state, treasur 
er, and superintendent of public 
instruction, from $35,000 to $42, 
500 a year. 
Bagley says he probably will 
run for controller next year. 
He said he introduced the bill 
on the request of the staff of 
Atty. Gen. Evelle Younger, a 
potential gubernatorial candi­ 
date, to raise the attorney gen­ 
eral’s pay to $51,155, the same 
as the chief justice of the State 
Supreme Court 
He said traditionally those 
two posts have had the same 
pay, but that judges’ salary 
raises have not been matched 
in recent years. 
Then 
*‘a 
concensus 
was 
reached’’ this week, Bagley 
said, to use his bill to raise the 
salaries of all constitutional of­ 
ficers. 
“ Look at the superintendent 
of public instruction. More than 
1,000 local superintendents are 
making more than the state 
superintendent. Throughout the 
state, top local officials are 
making more than $40,000. Lo­ 
cal government is replete with 
examples,” he said. 
Democratic Assembly Speak 
er Bob Moretti, another likely 
gubernatorial candidates, said 
the Bagley plan sounded “rea­ 
sonable” and would probably 
be enacted this year. 
The bill is AB 2149

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Cattlemen Tell Their Side Of Costs

MISSION. S D (API - How­ 
ard Lamoureaux is one of the 
high-rollers of the Great Plains 


He has survived blizzards and 
droughts for half a century 
while building a 17.O0ft.acre cat­ 
tle ranch But he's not sure how 
he survived the high cost of 
raising beef, and says ranchers 
have much more to lose than 
consumers from today's soar­ 
ing market prices 


“ We can lose everything we 
have." he says 


Lamoureaux and his grand 
son. Bill Potter, operate the 27- 
square mile spread between 
Mission, S D . and Valentine. 
Neb., in the heart of the cattle 
country of the Upper Midwest 
They raise about 500 head of 
th eir own cattle and graze an­ 
other 2,500 head for cowmen 
who have the money to buy 
calves but don't have the grass 
to fatten them 


The ranchers buy 400-pound 
calves in the fall, feed them to

Lamoureaux and 
Potter sold 350 head of year­ 
lings for $42.50 a hundred­ 
weight Last week they rejected 
an offer of $50 a hundredweight. 


“ I asked $55 and was turned 
down." said Potter. 25. “Two 
days later I heard feeders were 
paying $85 a hundred for year­ 
lings 
The market is so wild 
nobody knows what th ey 're 
worth " 
Potter said his yearlings will 
go to sales bams after the Sept. 
12 beef freeze ends "We don't 
know what they’re worth but an 
auction should get us a fair 
price.“ he said 
Lamoureaux. in his 70s and 
Potter, an Air Force veteran 
who has worked with his grand­ 
father most of his life, said the 
prices sound good but there's 
another side of the coin They 
said overhead costs have tight­ 
ened the profit margin to the 
point where only the high prices 
at the market are saving the 
business. 
' Last year we paid .$220 a ton 
for the high-protein feed that 
supplements the wild hay we 
feed the cattle," Potter said. 
“ Today it costs $350 a ton. 
"That was a $25,000 tractor 
you saw being hauled away for 
re p a irs ," the rancher said. 
“ We’ve got two more rigs for 
cutting hay that cost $15,000 
apiece You can t buy a tractor 
for less than $10,000 ’’ 
Potter said the next problem 
may be the accelerating cost of 
purchasing calves for the next 
crop “ Last year we paid $52.50 
a hundredweight for the calves. 
The price could go out of sight 
this year." 
IBs grandfather added: "The 
only bigger gambler than a 
cattle rancher is a farm er." 
"Sometimes I really get an­ 
gry.” Potter said "I wished the 
meat boycotters could come out 
here some week in the winter 
when we’re working 10 or 11 
hours a day in below-zero 


weather feeding the animals. 
We work Sunday mornings, and 
last winter I worked all day on 
Christmas and New Year’s. 
"Starting Monday we’ll have 
to work 14 stra;ght days getting 
the hay up Then we 11 have to 
sort cattle and get them ready 
to sell. After we buy our new 
crop of calves, we vaccinate 
them, dehorn and brand them 
and check for illnesses." 
Ten miles to the northwest 
toward the community of Mis­ 
sion. there is another Lamou­ 
reaux operation, sm aller in 
land but larger in the number 
of livestock. 
H ow ard's brother. Claude, 
owned and operated the ranch 
for more than a quarter of a 
century until his death two 
months ago. Bob Lamoureaux, 
Claude’s son, is looking after it 
today while continuing his job 
for the Caterpillar Tractor Co. 
in Peoria, 111 
The ranch covers 13,000 acres 
and is considered by cattlemen 
in South Dakota and northern 
Nebraska as perhaps the best 
balanced operation in the re­ 
gion Its lush pastures provide 
feed for more than 1,000 cattle 
and calves. 


“ Ranchers are taking a bum 
rap for the high cost of beef." 
said Bob Lamoureaux, a mid­ 
dle-aged civil engineer. "In 
1948, my dad sold 400 head of 
yearlings for 30 cents a pound. 
Today they may be worth 60 
cents a pound But the cost of 
machinery, feed supplements 
and labor has increased seven­ 
fold " 


Howard and Bob Lamoureaux 
own about 50 square miles of 
South D akota p rairie worth 
more than $2 million 
They 
acknowledge that between them 
they have about $200,000 worth 
of machinery The auction price 
of their combined cow and cat­ 
tle herds would bring them 
more than $1 million 


Howard Lamoureaux says a 
rancher is fortunate to make 2 
per cent on his investment. 
"B u t," said Bob Lam ou­ 
reaux. "we could make more 
money if we had the money we 
have invested in ranching in 
government bonds instead But 
we have two things going for 
us: the continuing appreciation 
of the value of the land and the 
fact that we are doing some­ 
thing we enjoy."
